WAS born in Dublin, in the Lear 
1667, of Parents whoſe Probity 
acquired them that Reſpect from 
their Acquaintance, which they had 
no Claim to from their Birth. My 
ather was both a Maltſter and Brewer; in 
which Buſineſs he employed at leaſt twenty 
\cryants, heſide thoſe under the Direction of 
8 my 
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my Mother, in a Farm he hired of Arthur 
White, of Leſlip, Eſq; left entirely to her 
Care, My Father was remarkable for indu- 
{try and Vigilance in his Affairs, which em- 
ploying his whole Time in Town, he never 
ſaw my Mother but on Sundays, except ſome 
extraordinary Buſineſs required his viſiting the 
Farm, which, though of fourſcore Pounds a 
Year, ſhe managed with great Prudence and 
OEconomy, They were both very tender of 
me, and ſpared no Coſt in my Education, tho' 


I did not make the beſt Uſe of their Care in 


this Article. I had Patience, indeed, to learn 
to read, and become a good Needle-woman, 
but I had too much Mercury in me, to like a 
fedentary Life, the Reafon that I was always 
at the Farm to aſſiſt my Mother; this I did as 
much through Inclination as Duty, being de- 
lighted with a Country Life, it indulging to 
my Love of ramping, and the Pleaſure I took 
in manly Employments; for I was never better 
pleaſed than when I was following the Plough, 


or had a Rake, Flail, or Pitchfork in my hand, 


which Implements I could handle with as 
much Strenzth and Dexterity, if not with 


more, than any of my Mother's Servants. I 


uſed to get aſtride upon the Harſes, and ride 
them bare backed about the Fields, leaped Hed- 
ges and Ditches, by which I once got a terrible 
Fall, and ſpoiled a grey Mare given to my 
Brother by our Grandfather. My Father ne- 
ver knew how this Miſchief happened, which 
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brought me under Contribution to a Cowherd, 

who ſaw me tumble the Mare into a'dry Ditch, 

and whoſe Secrecy I was obliged to purchaſe, 

by giving hun, tor a conſiderable Time, a Cup 

of Ale every Night. I ſhall paſs by the wild, 

girliſn Tricks | and my Companions were con- 

ſtantly playing, as they can adminiſter nothing 

entertaining, and mention one only, to ſhew 

an odd Curioſity in a Nobleman. I and four 

of my Companions, were rolling ourſelves 

down a Hill, and turning Heels over Head 

when the Earl of C d was paſling in 

his Coach, drawn by fix beautiful grey Horſes, 

by the Road, divided from the Scene of our 

Diverſion by a Quickſet Hedge and a Dutch. 
He ſtopped his Coach to be a SpeRator of our 
Gambols ; but finding that we put an End to 
our Paſtime on our perceiving him (tor the 
Youngeſt of us was ſeventeen, and conſequent- 

ly had Senſe enough to think the ſhewing our 

naked Tales not over decent) he called to us, 

and promiſing, to give us a Crown a-piece, if 
we would begin and purſue our Diverſion; our 

Modeſty gave way to our Avarice, we indul- 
ged his Lordſhip's Opticks, and he, having 
been amply ſatisfied by the Unreſervedneſs of 

our Performance, kept his Word. 

I ſaid that I was as active and ſtrong in all 
the Labours of Husbandry, as any of our Ser- 
vants; I will therefore give one Inſtance of 
this. About the beginning of Auguſt 1685, 
I was employed to ſtack Wheat, and was — 
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the Top of one near Fifry-four Feet high, 
when | perceived in the Road near our Farm, 
the Judges and other Magiſtrates in their Robes, 
preceded by Kettle Drums, T rumpets, and He- 
ralds, in their rich Coats, coming up the hill, 
in order to proclaim King F.mes. Ani nated 
by the Marſhal Muſick, and deſirous to have a 
nearer View of this glorious Sight, which, with 
the Glare of the Gold and Silver Coats, the 
Heralds, Trumpets, and Kettle Drums wore, 
had, in a manner, dazzled my Sight, I leaped” 
down, ran to, and cleared with a Leap a five 
barred Gate, which was between me and the 
Road they paſſed, calling to my Mother to 
come and fee the Shew, as I imagined every 
Man there at leaſt a Prince. My Mother 
hearing the Proceſſion was to proclaim King 
James, went back, and wept bitterly for ſome 
time, but would never tell me the Reaſon for 
her Tears. 

Nothing remarkable occurs to my Memory 
from the Time of this Monarch's being pro- 
claimed, to that in which he was forced to 
throw himſelf into the Arms of his 1riſþ Sub- 
jects, having been driven from the Throne of 
England by King William. The Iriſh very 
readily eſpouſed his Cauſe, and among others 
(from a Conſciouſneſs of its being a Duty in- 
cumbent on him to ſupport his lawful So. 
vereign, notwithſtanding his being of a diffe- 
rent Religion, which he thought not Reaſon 
ſulfficient to affect their Loyalty) my F uy 
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fold all his ſtanding Corn, and other Things 
of Value, to Mr. Aſcham, a neighbouring Far- 
mer, and was thus enabled, with what ready 
Money he had by him before, to raiſe a Troop = 
of Horſe, and provide them with Accoutre- 
ments, and every Thing neceſſary to take the 
Field; and having furniſhed himſelf with a 
fine Horſe, and whatever elſe was requiſite, he 
ſet out at the head of this Troop, which was 
called by his Name, Cavenaugb's, to join the 
reſt of the Army. I remember I was very fond 
of riding this horſe, for a Reaſon which would 
have prevented any other of my Sex venturing 
upon him, I mean his Mettle ; for he was ſo 
fiery, that not one of the Troop durſt mount 
him. You will, perhaps, would wonder how 
could; but I had ſo often fed him with Bread 
and Oats, that he would ſtand for me to take 
him up, when at Graſs, though he would have 
given twenty Men Work enough to catch him. 
When I had once hold of him, I would put on 
his Bridle and lead him into a Diteh and be- 
ſtride him bare-backed. I have often mount- 
ed him when ſaddled, and took great Pleaſure 
to draw and ſnap the Piſtols, and have not ſel- 
dom made my Friends apprehend for my Life. 
mention this, not as worth Notice, but only 
to ſhew my [nclivations, while a Girl, were al- 
ways maſculine, . 

My Father having ſold his Corn ſtanding, _ 
a5 I have already. obſerved, without my Mo- 
ther's Knowledge, occaſioned 1 4 Quarrel, in 


which 
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which ſome of Mr. Aſcham's and our Men were 
woundcd, Aſter my Father was gone to the 
Army, wy Mother ſent Reapers into the Field 
to cut the Corn; theſe met with others ſent by 
the then Froprictcr, upon the ſame Errand. 
V Is immec liately aroſe, and they very ſoon 
came to Blows, making uſe of their Sickles, a 
Jcſperate Wezpon, The Noiſe ſoon reached 
ny Motier s Ears, who underſtanding how the 
Matter was, withdrew her Troops; but not 
ithout ſome Difficulty, and having regaled 
hem in her Houſe with a good Breakfait and 
trong Liquors, they were at length appeaſed 
and diſmiſſed. 
While my Father bore Arms for King 
Janes, the neighbouring. Papiſts, in time of 
MY Service, came to, and blocked up the 
urch Door of e with Butcher's Blocks, 
ns other Lumber. My Mother was then in 
lte Church; I was at node but hearing the 
Noife, and fearing wy Mother might receive 
ſme hurt, I ſnatched up a Spit, and, thus arm- 
ed, Cillied forth to force 1 my Way, and come. to 
f er Aſſiſtance; but being reliſted by a Serjeant, 
I thruſt my Soi through the Calf of his Leg, 
r-wovcd the Things which had blocked up tlie 
oor, and called to my Mother, bidding her 
me away, for Dinner was ready... In the 
Sculfle, the Reverend Nr. Malary, the Clerk, 
LA ſeveral, others, were wounded, and I taken 
pio Callody, for having hurt the Serj jeant; but 
pPoB being 1 . and Kepreſeoting the 190 
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ſhip of being interrupted in our Worthip, when 
my Father was actually in Arms for the Service 
of 'the Prince, for whom they pretended great 
Zeal, though in Fact. they ought rather to be 
eſteemed his concealed Enemies, ſince, by ſuch 
Actions, they alienated the hearts of his Sub- 
jects, and gave ground to his Enemies to railc 
a Clamour, I was acquitted. 

The Battle of the Boyne put an end to all 
my hopes for King James; for his Army was 


there defeated, and he, with the reſt of the ſſiat- 


tered Troops, truſted their Safety to the ſwift- 
neſs of their Horſes heels, rather than to the 
Strength of their own Arms. My Father, in 
Company with a very handſome, young, French 
Gentleman, who ſerved as Lieutenant in the 
King's Forces, made the beſt of his Way to 
our houſe, without ſtaying to bait on the Road. 
My Mother, who underſtood what belonged 
to good Manners, as ſhe had been genteely e 
ducated by her Father, Bryan Hembrich, of. 
Wheatly, in the Biſhoprick of Durham, Eq; 
who had a particular Care to bring up his Chil- 
dren in a polite Manner, received the Stranger 
with great Civilty, and having ordered them 2 
hot Supper, prepared my Bed for his Reception 
that Night; but he lay no longer than till three 
of the Morning, when my Father, alarncd 
with the Noiſe of ſome of his Friends who fled 
from the Conquerors, imagining they were the 
victorious Forces of King William, in purſuti: 
of the defeated Remains of King Fames's Army. 
| : B 2 rouzed 
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rouzed the French Officer, and got out their 
Horſes with the utmoſt Expedition. While 
they were ſaddling, my Father took a ſhort, 
but forrowful, Leave of his Wife and Chil- 
dren, whom with Tears in his Eyes, he bleſſed 
and recommended to the Divine Protection: 


Then turning to my Mother, My Dear, ſaid 


he, do not be dejected; comfort yourſelf, that 


whatever Misfortunes befal us, we ſuffer in a 


juſt Cauſe, and for having done what is the 


Duty of every loyal Subject; at leaſt, my Con- 
ſerence tells me, that I have acted as I ought, 
and, as I was bound to do by my Oath of Al- 


legiance, from which, I know ns Power on earth | 


that can abſolve me. The. Lord giveth, and 
the Lord taketh away, bleſſed be the Name of 
the Lord. His Ways are inſcrutable, and J 
humbly ſubmit to his Decrees, which ars all 
founded in Wiſdom, As for you, keep at home 
with your Children, and be their Support (for 


you being a Proteſtant, need apprehend no Dan- 


ger from the Enemy) may they bereefter repay 
your maternal Care and Tenderneſs by a filial 
Duty, and prove your Comfort; but never tor- 
ment yourſelf with uneaſy Thoughts for your 
unfortunate Husband, Think of me no more. 
God forbid, (aid the, and burſting into a Flood 
of Tears, my Father, who could not bear to 
ſee her weep, as he loved her with a fincere 
Tenderneſs, ran out of the Room, and he and 
the Officer mounting their Horſes, fled with 
Precipitation, My Mother was in too. great 

Affliction 
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Affliction to admit of any Reſt, and roſe im- 
mediately ; but we, who did not take my Fa- 
ther's Departure ſo much to Heart, lay till 
Day break. 

About twelve Months after this, wa had 
News of King James's Forces, commanded by 
Monſieur St. Ruth, being defeated at the Bat- 
tle of Aughrim, where General Ginkle obtain- 
ed a complcat Victory. In this Battle my Fa- 
ther was dangerouſly wounded ; though by the 
Skill of able Surgeons, who attended him, he 
was in a fair Way of Recovery; but the Night 
before he intended to return to his Family, one 
Kelly, an Iriſh Papiſt, who ſerved him, taking 
the Advantage of his hurt, and of a dark 
Night, ran away with his Horſes to General 
Ginkle's Army, This villainous Ingratitude 
from a Man whom he had always treated with 
great humanity, had ſuch an Effect on my Fa- 
ther, that he was ſeized with a Fever, which 
carried him off in a ſhort Time. 14 

After the Battle, in which the French Go- 
neral Sr, Ruth was killed, the Engliſh laid 
Siege to Limerick. Captain Bodeaux, who, 
after the Battle of the Boyne, fled with my Fa- 
ther to our Houſe, was here in Garriſon, and 
commanded that Body of Troops which de- 
tended the Bridge, in which Poſt he behaved 
with ſo much Gallantry, that he was admured, 
and his Death lamented, by even his Enemies, 
who, to their great Surprize, found, on ſtripe 
Ping this brave Officer, that it was a m—_— 
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had given ſuch Proofs of an invincible Cou- 
rage. | ang 

Though my Mother had, during my Fa- 
ther's Illneſs, procured him a Pardon for hav-' 
ing appeared in Arms, and levied Men for the 
Service of King Fames, yet, notwithſtanding, 
the Government ſeized upon all his Effects. 

I had, by this Time, attained to an Age of 
Maturity, and happening. to take the Eye of a 
Son of my Mother's firſt Couſin, named Tho- 
mas Howel, whoſe Uncle, on the Father's fide, 
was a Bithop, himſelf a Student, and Fellow 
of Dublin College, he made warm Love to 
me; and for two Years together carried on his 
Addreſſes. His Aſſiduity, and the Opinion I 
hid of his Sincerity, were not without Effect 
in his Favour; and ſuch that I found my E- 
ſteem for him greater than my Concern for 
my own Intereſt ; for having no Fortune to 
bring him; except a Barrel of Braſs Crowns, 
which King James was not in a Condition to 
pay in Silver, I would not conſent to his Ruin; 
though he might, as he propoſed, ſupport us, 
by keeping a Latin School. When we eagerly 
wiſh a Thing, we ſeldom examine thoroughly 
the Conſequences which may attend the Poſ- 
ſeſſion of what we defire ; and, if we cannot 
help ſeeing the Evils probably conſequential of 
the Completion of our Wiſhes, we eafily fatis- 
iy ourſelves with Arguments which flatter our 

inclinations, however weak; 
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This was his Caſe; for when J laid before 
bim the certain Poverty which would attend 
his marrying a Woman without a Fortune, he 
removed the Objection, at leaſt as to his own 
Part, with the airy Proſpect of Preferments in 
the Church; and in the Interim, with what 
Money he could get by a School, ſufficient, as 
he flattered himfclf, to maintain me like a 
Lady. And when I repreſented to him the 
deplorable Condition of a Clergyman's Widow, 
with, poſſibly, a Number of Children; he an- 
ſwered, that his CEconomy ſhould ward againſt 
that Evil, I. who looked upon all this a Ca- 
ſtle in the Air, would not conſent to what he 
wiſhed and thought, his Happineſs, though I 
could not eſteem it other than his own Undo- 
ing, as well as my own Ruin; and therefore 
very ſeriouſly begged of him to give over his 
Purſuits, but to no purpoſe; he ſtill continued 
his Viſits and Solicitations, which were more 
frequent, longer, and more urgent, than uſual, 
One Day he came to ſee me when I was the 
only Perſon in the Houſe, and then buſied in 
making the Beds; he laid hold of the Oppor- 
tunity, threw. hunſelf at my Feet, embraced, 
my Knees, and urged his Suit with ſuch Ve- 
hemence, ſuch . Warmth of Expreſſion, ſuch 
tender Embraces, ſuch ardent Kiſſes, that find- 
ing by my Eyes, and ſhort Breath, I had catch- 
ed the contagious Deſire, he added Force to 
Vows of eternal Conſtancy and Marriage, and, 
with a little Reſiſtance on my Side, throwing 

me 
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me upon the Bed, deprived me of that ineſti- 
mable Jewel which a Maiden ought to preſerve 


He ftaid not long after his having perpe- 
trated a Deed which gave me up a Prey to the 
deepeſt Melancholly ; when, on his withdraw- 
ing, he gave Room for bitter Reflection. I re- 
pented my Weakneſs ; and with fincere Tears 
of Penitence, curſed the Time, myſelf, and 
the Undoer ; I raved, tore my Hair, and was 


not far from Madneſs. My Mother, and the 


reſt of the Family, ſtaid abroad till Evening; 
and my Reaſon returning, I endeavoured to 
compoſe myſelf that I might not betray my 
Folly; my Eyes being pretty much ſwollen, 
my Mother took Notice of it, and asked me 
what was the Matter? but ſhe received only 
an evaſive Anſwer, I could get no Reſt all the 
following Night, and the Remembrance of 
what had paſſed, had ſuch an Effect upon me, 
that I loſt both my Colour and Stomach ; I ha- 
ted to ſee any of my Acquaintance, and would, 


jf poſſible, have hid me from the Light of the 


Sun; my Melancholly was ſuch, that every 
one took Notice of it, and my afflicted Mother, 


fenfibly touched with this ſudden Change, of- 


ten tenderly enquired of me what Ground 7 
bad for the ſadneſs which gave her ſo michi 
Uneafineſs ; for ſhe feared ſo ſudden and ſet- 


ted a Grief, as was impoſſible for me to 40 15 
; ble, would endanger my Life. | 
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She could draw nothing from me, but a Re- 
qz-ſt to quit her Houſe ; which the readily 
agreeing to, in hopes a Change of Air and 
Company might produce alſo a Change in my 


Temper; ſent me to my Aunt's, who kept a 


publick Houſe in Dublin. Here I often met 
my Student, but ſo carefully avoided allowing 
him any Opportunity of ſpeaking to me, and 
and took ſuch an inveterate Hatred to him, that 
he at laſt was ſenſible his Purſuit was vain, 
My Melancholly, after I found no ill Conſe- 
quence attend our Guilt, began to wear off by

I now received the reward of my prudent 
Behaviour, I lived in Eaſe and Plenty, my Bu- 
ſineſs was conſiderable, I, got Money apace, 
and was eſteemed by all my Neighbours and 


Acquaintance. Never Woman was in a hap- 


pier Situation; for I was at the height of my 


Ambition, and had not a Wiſh to make. In a 


word, I was thoroughly content, and had rea» 
fon ſo to be, till Love, too often the Bane of 
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noble Families, nay, deftroyed Cities, and le in 
Kingdoms waſte ; envious of the Calm I en- 
joyed, came to imbitter my Peace, diſturb the 
Tranquility of my Life, and make me know, 


by Experience, the ſhort Duration of all ſub- 


lunary Satisfaction.

him, recalled my Strength, and I was grown 
much gayer than I had been at any time in my 
ſuppoſed Widowhood.

Having thus ordered my Affairs, I 
cut off my Hair, and dreſſed me in a Sute of 
my Huſband's Cloaths, having had the Precau- 
tion to quilt the Waiſtcoat, to preſerve my 
Breaſts from hurt, which were not large e- 
nough to betray my Sex, and putting on the 
Wig and Hat I had prepared, I went out and

-me a Guinea inliſting Money, and a Crown to 
drink the King's Health, and ordered me to be 
enrolled, having told him my Name was

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Chriſtopher Welſh, in Captain Tichbourn's Com- 
pany of Foot, in the Regiment commanded by 
the Marquis. de Piſare; The Lieutenant of 
our Company was Mr. Gardiner, our Enſign 
Mr. Welſh. | : 

We ſtaid but a ſhort time in Dublin after 
this, but with the reſt of the Recruits, were 
ſhipped for Hollund, weighed Anchor, and ſoon = 
arrived at IFilliamfads, where we landed and 
marched to Gorkum. Here our Regimentals 
and firſt Moumings were given us. J he next 
Day we ſet out tor Gertruydenberg, and pro- 

ceeded forward to Landen, where we were in- 
corporated in our reſpective Regiments, and 
then joined the grand Army, which was in Ex- 
petation of a general Battle, the Enemy be- 
, ing very near within Cannon Shot: Having 
) been accuſtomed to Soldiers, when a Girl, and 
delighted with ſeeing them exercite, I very 
r ſoon was perfect, and applauded by my Officers 
2 for my Dexterity in going through it. 
p In a Day or two after we arrived at Landen, 
I was ordered on the Night Guard, and, by 
Direction of my Officer, was poſted at the 
Bed Chamber Door of the Elector of Hanover. 
Muſtapha, a Turk, and Valet de Chambre ta 
his moſt Serene Highneſs, while I was here 
upon Duty, introduced to the Elector a fine, 
handſome, jolly Lady, who was what we call 
a black Beauty; ſhe was dreſſed in a rich Silk, 
and her Gown was tied with Ribbons from her 
Breaſt to her Feet. I thought the Lady went 
N?, UL, E. with 
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with a great deal of Alacrity, as I believe many 
mere of our Sex would viſit a Sovereign Prince 
with a particular Satisfaction; eſpecially, if 
agreeable in his Perſon, as the Elector, who 
then wore his own Hair, and the fineſt I ever 
ſaw, really was. When I ſaw his late Maje- 
ſty, I told him, I r-membered him in fine Hair 
of bis own, which became him better than that 
of poſſebly ſome lewd Women, which he then 
2 re. 

Before I was relieved, the French drew 
nearer to our Army, and were engaged by 
ſome of the Troops of the Allies; I heard the 
Cannon play, and the ſmall Shot rattle abour 
me, which, at firſt, threw me into a fort of 
Panick, having not been uſed to ſuch rough 
Muſick ; however, I recovered from my Fear, 
and being ordered by my Lord Cholmonadley to 
repair inſtantly to my Regiment, as I was go- 
ing, I received a Wound from a Muſket Ball, 
which grazed on my Leg, a little above the 
Ankle, but did not hurt the Bone. Lord 
Cholmondley was preient, and expreſſed his 
Concern for my Wound in very human Terms, 
ordering me at the ſame Time to be carried ti 
the Field. 

A ſhort Account of this Battle may not be 
diſagreeablc to my Readers, ſince it is poſſible 

they will no where find one more 

Battle of impartial, that given by the French, 
Landen. A too vain, and. the Relations 
ve have from the Engliſh Writers, 
leſſening 
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leſſening too much the Loſs we there ſu- 
ſtained. 

The Dake of Luxembourg having inveſted 
Huy the 18th of Fuly 1693, King William, to 
make a Diverſion, detached the Prince of Win 
zemberg with twenty Battallions, and forty 
Squadrons, which forced the French Lines in 
Flanders, and put the Country under Contri- 
bution. This Detachment, and another the 


King had ſent off to cover Liege, greatly wea- 


kened our Army, Luxembourg, who had juſt 
carried Huy, laid hold on fo favourable an Op- 
portunity, and drawing together all his For- 
ces, as if he had a Deſign upon Liege, on the 
28th, about four in the Atternoon, preſented 
himſelf before the Allies, who being ſeuſible 
that they were much the weaker, had poſted 
themſelves between the Geere and the Brook of 
Landen. The Fatigue of a long march, and 
the Day being ſo far ſpent, made him deter 
the Battle to the next Day; but this Delay 
gave King William an opportunity to have ſe- 
curcd his Troops, by retiring in the Night to 
Zoutleems, but his Majeſty rather chooſing to 
wait the Enemy, fortified the Front of his 
Camp, guarded all the Paſſes, placed his Can- 
non to the greateſt Advantage, and, in a word, 
took all poſſible Precaution to give the French 
General a warm Reception. 

At four the next Morning the French ad- 
vanced in good Order, within Cannon-thot of 


our Intrenchments, that they might have time 
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ta raiſe their Batteries: After which, the Bat- 
tle began at the Village of Laar, with the 
left Wing of our Army, where a terrible Slaugh- 
ter was made. The Foot, which were poſted 
-behind the Intrenchments. {uttered the Enemy 
to advance very near to our Cannon, and then 
firing upon them, covered the Field with dead 
Bod ies, and ſu ept down whole Battalions, which 


lay dead in the ſime Ranks and Order as they 


advanced. Ihe French, notwithſtanding, made 
two vigorous Attacks, but did not get an Inch 
of Ground upon us, and their obſtinacy only 
augmenting their Loſs, they gave over on that 
Side about Eleven o Clock, but it was to begin 
again with equil Violence with our right Wing, 
which was poſted at the Village of Neerlanden. 
The Enemy here niet with the fame Reception, 
and being repulſed, they made ſo conſiderable 
a Movement backwards, that we thought them 
quite diſpirited and ſick of the Undertaking ; 
but they leaving ſome Troops to keep the main 
Body and our Left in Play, marched with the 
— Part of their Forces, and their Cannon, 
to the Village Laar, io make one more Attack 
upon our left Wing, which was both more vi- 
gorous and bloody than the two preceding. 
The Allies defended themſelves with equal 
| Bravery, *till borne by Numbers, they were 
forced ta abandon the Village Laar, and' the 
Ground between the Entrenchment and the 


Brook. The French Horſe having by this Ad- 


Vantage an Qpportunity to extend themſelves, 


1 | | | troch 
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trod under Foot all that oppoſed their Paſſage, 
and fell upon the Rear of the Infantry, whick 
defended the Trenches. As it was now im- 
poſſible to drive them out of the Poſt they had 
won, King William ſeeing all Efforts vain, or- 
dered the Retreat to-be ſounded. Soine few 
Corps retreated in good Order, and without 
Confuſion, which were moſtly Dutch, but the 
reſt took to flight in ſuch Diſorder and Preci- 
pitation, that the Bridge broke down, and the 
Enemy made bloody Havock of us; whole 

Regiments threw themſelves into the Geere, to 
gain the oppoſite Side, and ſuch Numbers were 
drowned, that their Bodies made a Bridge for 
their flying Companions, and ſaved them from 
the Fury of the Conquerors. The King, in- 


_ deed, loſt the Battle with about 16, Men, 


the French ſay 20,000 ; Seventy- ſix Cihnon, 
and Ninety Colours, but he loſt nothing in 
Point of Reputation. For Lewes XIV. could 
not help giving him the Praife of a great Ge- 
neral and brave Prince, ſaying, That Luxem- 
bourg bad, indeed, attacked like a Prince of 
Conde but, that the Prince of Orange had 
made bis Retreat like a Marſhal Turenne; 
and the Prince of Conti, in a Letter he wrote 
to his Princeſs, ſaid, That' Xing William ex- 
poſing himſe'f with fuch heroick Bravery as be 
did in this Battle, deſerved: the quiet Poſſeſ- 
fron of @ Crown which be wore with fo much 
Glory; and, indeed, the King not only per- 
formed the Part of a General, but even of a 

ſabaltetn 
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ſubaltern Officer, for he alighted no leſs than 
four Times to lead on the Foot to the attack; 


and was at the head of the Squadron, com- 


manded by Lord Galloway, in the hotteſt Part 
of the Battle; he had two lead Horſes killed 
by him, and a Musket-Ball went through his 
Saſh. It is true, on account of my wound, I 
could not be an Eye witneſs of what I have re- 
Jated ; but as I was in the Army, on the Spot, 


1 had it from thoſe who were. 


I was two Months incipable of Service; 


after which I joined my Regiment, which was 


under Cover the remaining Part of the Sum- 
mer, and at the approach of Winter was ar- 
dered into Quarters at Gertriydenberg. 


While I ſtaid here, the Dykes near the 


Town were ruined by Worms, and a Village 
near our Quirters was drowned, As the re- 
pairing the damaged Dykes required the ut- 
moſt Expedition, the Engliſh Soldiers were 
commanded to aſſiſt the Dutch, and we were 
obliged to work Day and Night up to our 


Waiſts in Water, until they were repaired. 


Enſign Gardener and I ſtaying, the laſt Time 
we were at the Work, ſomewhat too long, be- 
ing reſolved to ſee every thing ſecure, narrowly 
eſcaped drowning by the Tide coming upon 
us ; however, we ſupported each other, and 
waded out hand in hand, long after the others 
Had gone off, 

The following Summer was ſpent in Marches. 


and Counter-marches to watch. the Motion of 


the 
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the French. During this peaceful Campaign, 
as we were foraging, the French came unex- 
pectedly upon, and took threeſcore of us Pri- 
ſoners, ſtripped us, and, by very tireſome 
Marches, conducted us to St. Germain 's en lay. 
The firſt Night the Dutch and Engliſh were 
promiſcuouſly impriſoned, but the next Day 
King Fames's Queen cauſed the Engliſh to be 
ſeparated, to have clean Straw every Night, 
while the Dutch had none, and allowed us five 
Farthings a Day per Head, for Tobacco, a 
whole Pound of Bread, and a Pint of Wine a 
Day for each Man; and, moreover, ordered 
our Cloaths to be returned us. The other Pri- 
ſoners had but half a Pound of Bread a Day, 
drank Water, and lay almoſt naked, in filthy 
dark Priſons, without other ſupport. The 
Duke of Berwick frequently came to fee that 
we were well uſed, and not defrauded of our 
Allowance, He adviſed us to take on in the 
French Service, as ſeven of the Engliſh did; 
he ſpoke to me in particular; Ianſwered, That 
TI bad taken an Oath already to Hing William, 
and if” there was no Crime in breaking it, as I 
was ſatisfied it was one of the blackeft Die, 
I could not in honour break my Engagement, 
nothing in my Opinion being more unbecoming 
an honeſt Man and à Soldier, than to break. 
even his Woyd once given, and to wear a dou- 
ble Face, He ſeemed to applaud my Princi- 
ples, and only added, That f I had accepted 
ee Conditions, 
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Conditions, I ſhould have Feen well uſed ; but 


the Choice depended entirely on me. 

Captain Cavenaugh, who was my firſt Cou- 
zen, and an Officer in the French Troops, often 
came to the Priſon, and I was at firſt apprehen- 
five of his knowing me; but afterwards, had 


an Inclination to diſcover myſelf to him, as I 
certainly had done, had my Huſband. been 


dead, or had I found him; but my Fear of 
ſuch a Diſcovery being an Impediment to the 


Search of my Huſband, got the better of my 


Inclination. 


In about nine Days after our ! mpriſonment, 


Mr. Van- Dedan, a Trumpet, and now living 


in Chelſea, came to exchange us againſt ſome 
French Priſoners, and we were {et at Liberty; 
after which, as it was a Duty 1ncumbent on 

us, we went to the Palace to return her Ma- 

| jeſty grateful Thanks for the good Offices ſhe 
had done us, and, indeed, we were greitly in- 
She had the Conde: 
ſcenſion to ſee us; ſhe told ine, I was 2 pretty 
"young Fellow, and it grieved her much. that 1 


debted to her Charity. 


had not my Liberty . ſooner. 


At our Return to the Army, we heard the 
melancholly News of the Death. of Queen 
Mary, on which our Drums and Colours, Oc. 
were put into Mourning, and, we ſoon after 
drew off into Winter Quarters. I was in Gork-. 


bam, where my Grief for my Huſband being 
drowned in the Hopes of finding him, I in- 
dulged to the natural gaiety of my Temper, and 

ived 


foe thought her — Juſtifiable, as well 
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lived very merrily. In my Frolicks, to kill 
time, I made wy Addreſſes to a Burgher's 
Daughter, who was young and pretty. As I 
had formerly had a great many fine Things 
ſaid to myſelf, I was at no loſs in the amorous 
Diale& ; I ran over all the tender Nonſenſe. 
(which I look upon the Lovers heavy Cannon, 
as It does the greateſt Execution with raw 
Girls) employed on ſuch Attacks ; I ſqueezed 
her hand; whenever I could get an Ogortu- 
nity ; ſighed often, when in her Company; 
looked fooliſhly, and praiſed upon her all 
the ridiculous Airs which I had often laughed 
at, when they were uſed as Snares againſt my 
ſelf When I afterwards reflected on this un- 
juſt way of Amuſement, I heartily repented 
it, for it had an Effect I did not wiſh ; the 
poor Girl grew really fond of me, and uneaſy 
when I was abſent ; for which ſhe never failed 
chiding me if it was but for half a Day. 
When I was with her, ſhe always regaled me 


in the beſt manner ſhe could, and nothing was 


too good or too dear to treat me with, if ſhe 
could compaſs it; but notwithſtanding a de- 
clared Paſſion for me, I found her nicely vir- 
tuous; for when I pretended to take an inde- 
cent Freedom with her, ſhe told me, That ſbe 


ſuppoſed ber I for me was become 


irkſome, ſince I took a Method to change it in- 
to hatred, It was true, that ſhe did not ſcru- 
ple to own ſhe loved me as her Life, becauſe 
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as lamful; but then (be loved her Virtue bet» 
ter than ſhe did ber Life. If I bad diſbonou- 
table Deſigns upon ber, I was not the Man 
e was Miſtaken, and bad found the 
Ruſian, inſtead of the tender Huſband ſhe 
boped in me. l „ | 
I own: this Rebuff gained my Heart, and 
taking her in my Arms, I told her, That /be 
bad beightened the Power of her Charms by her 


Virtub; for which I ſhould hold ber in greater 


Efleem, but could not love her better, as ſhe 
had already engroſſed all my Tenderneſs ; and, 
indeed, I was now fond of the Girl, though 
mine, you know, could not go beyond a pla- 
tonick Love. In the Courſe of this Amour, 
a Serjeant of our Regiment, but not of the Com- 
pany I belonged to, fat down before the Cita- 


del of her Heart, and made regular Approaches, 


which coſt him a Number of Sighs, and a 
great deal of Time; but finding I command- 


ed there, and it was impoſſible to take it by a 


regular Siege, he reſolved to give a deſperate 


Aſſault, Sword in Hand. One Day, there- 


fore, while I was under Arms, he eame to her, 
and, without any previous Indication of his 
deſign, à fair opportunity offering, he very 
bravely, and like a Man of Honour, employ-

I was ſo irri- 
tated at this account, that I could hardly con- 
tain myſelf : I was ſeized with a Tremor all 
over my Body; often changed Colour, and, 
had I not been prevented by my Duty, I ſhould 
that inſtant have ſought and killed him. Hows - 
ever, I ftifled my reſentment till I was diſmiſ- 
ſed by the Officer, and then went in queſt of 
my Rival, whom having found, I ſurlily atked, 


How he durſt attempt the bonour of a Woman, 


who was, for ought be knew, my Wife, to whom 
be was ſenfible I bad long made honourable 
Loves. I told him, The Action in itſelf: was 
fo baſe, that it made him unworthy of the 
King's Cloth, which he wore, and ought to be 
the Quarrel of every Man in the Regiment, 4s 
it caft a reflection onthe whole Corps; but, as

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to exatt a Reparation of Honour. F. you have 
as much Courage in the Face of a Man, as 


Hon have in aſſaulting defenceleſs Women, go 
with me inſtantly ts that Winamill (which I 


pointed to) and I will ſoon convince you that 


General T—n had too good an Opinion of 


you, when he took bis Livery off your Back 
to put on the King's, and gave you a Halbard. 
The Fellow had been Footman to General 
T----— , and this Reproach ſtinging him to 
the Quick, he only told me, He would ſoon 
cool my Courage, and we went together to the 
Windmill, where we both drew, I was fo irri- 
tated at the ill Uſage of my Sweetheart, and 
the Aﬀront put upon me in her Perſon, that I 
thought of nothing but putting the Villain out 
of the World. We both drew, and the firſt 
Thruſt I made, gave him a flaunt wound in his 
Tight Pap, which had well nigh done his Bu- 
ſineſs.

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By this time ſome Soldiers on Duty having 
ſeen our firſt attack, a File of Muſqueteers, 
under the Command of a Serjeant, came up, 
took us Priſoners, diſarmed both, and ſent him 
directly to the Hoſpital, and, as my wounds 
were flight, as I was the Agreſſor, and beſide, 
a common Soldier, conducted me to Priſon, 
for the Scrjcant was thought mortally wound- 
ed, and did not recover of a conſiderable time. 
I ſent my Sweetheart an Account of what had 
happened, and where I then was. She ac- 
quainted her Father with the villainous at- 
tempt which the Serjeant had made upon her, 
and let him know, it was her Quarrel which 
J had taken up, was the Cauſe of my Confine- 
ment.

' Loſs of Credit. As I was diſcharged from my 


Regiment, and loath to break into my capital 


Stock, which would not long maintain me. I 


entered with Lieutenant Keith, in the Lord 


mo Hayes's Regiment of Dragoons: For my 


iſcharge from my Regiment was a favour 
done me, leſt the Serjeant, by being an Offi- 
cer, and in favour with his quondam Maſter, 
might do me ſome private Injury: It was not 
a Diſcharge from the Service. 

I went to, and ſtaid in, my Lieutenant's 
Quarters, till the Seaſon for Action came on ; 
when we were all ordered to the Siege of 
Namur. d 9 U 

The Army was now more numerous than it 
had been any preceding Campaign; the major 


Part were encamped at Deinſe, and ſeemed to 


intend an Attack upon the French Lines, which 
were in thoſe Quarters ; this Feint, -_ 1 
Duke 
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Duke of / irtemberg's aſſaulting Fort Knoquez 
drawing moſt of rhe French Forces on that 
Side, King William, with the greateſt Expe- 
dition, inveſted Namur, which they had no 
Notion he would fit down before. This Mo, 
tion, however, could not be made with ſpeed 
enough to prevent Marſhal Boufflers from 
throwing himſelf into the Town with . ſeven 
Regiments, which augmented the Garriſon to 
about fourteen thouſand effective Men. This 
| did not deter the King from proſecuting his 
| Deſign, leaving only thirty thouſand Men un- 
t der the Command of Prince Vaudemont, to ob- 
7 ſerve the Motion of the French, and cover 
| Wl Flanders. 5 ARE. 
- The Enemy being well informed of this 
7 


Diſpoſition of the Army which was encamped 
at Wortergen, reſolved to attack it in Front 
and Flank: The Prince making a Shew of 
waiting for them, fent his Baggage to Ghent 
entrenched his Camp, placed Cannon in all 
the Paſſes, and taking advantage of the Night 
to prepare for his Retreat, made it in the fight 
of the Enemy's Ariny, which advanced to cut 
him te pieces. The Prince had given out fuck 
good Orders, that all the Attacks of the French 
proved fruitleſs, and he had the honour of 
making a glorious Retreat, in ſpight of the 
Enemy, without ſuſtaining any Loſs. This 
Retreat of Prince Yaudemont is talked of, not 
only to the preſent Time, but will be admired 
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in the orm of an Amphitheatre, 
Villeroy jadgnng very rightly that the- Citadel 


and looked upon as a Maſter- Stroke in Ages to 
come. 

He ſoon after gave a new Proof of his mar- 
tial Skill and Conduct, in defeating the Deſign 
which Marſhal Villeroy had formed of belieging 
Newport, but the Marſhal revenged himſelt on 
Dixmude and Deinſe, the Governors of which 
Places wanted Courage to defend them, which 
puts me in mind of a Proverb, That it is better 


fo have & Lyon at the Head of an Army of 


Sheep, than a Sheep at the Head of an Arby of 
Lyons. 

The King opened the Trenches 
1695. Siege before Namur, in two different 
of Namur. Places, on the 13th of Fuly 
20> 1695, and, without giving him- 
felf any Pain about the Loſs of Dianuadb and 
Deinſe, he gave ſo many Aſſaults to the Town, 
one on the Neck of another, and in every 
Aſſzult ſent ſach a Number of Forces, that 
they ſeemed rather ſmall Armies than Detach- 
ments, 

The Town capitulated on the 4th of Au guſt, 
bur the French, to ſave the Citadel, Want. 
ed Bruſſels : The Effect this had, was only 
making the Allies redouhle their Efforts at Na- 
ur. Never was a more terrible Fire ſcen, 
for no leſs than ſixty large battering Pieces, 
and as many Mortars, played inceſſantly to 
the Out works, which roſe one above another 


could 


Marſhal. 
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could not hold out long, though defended by 
a Marſhal of France, and a 1i.umerous Garri- 
ſon, and finding his bombarding of Bruffels 
could not draw off the King, reſolved to at- 
tack him in his Lines, to ſave the Caſtle, if 
poſſible. To this end, ordering ſeveral Days 
Proviſion for his Troops, he began his march 
in a continual Rain, and paſſing by Gemblours, 
encamped at Saunier, ſtretching his Right to- 
wards Conroy, and his Left on the Side of 
Granleg. Prince Vaudemont, with the Arm 
under his Command, had left BruſJels, before 
this Motion of the French, to cover the Siege ; 
and being joined by ſome Detachments. which 
had occupied ſeveral Poſts, under the Co:n- 
mand of the Duke of Wirtemberg and the-Earl 
of Athlone, he extended his Forces behind 
Mehaigne, as far as from St. Denis to Ipig- 
ne 

"The French finding him fo ſtrongly en- 
trenched, that it was impracticable to attack 
him, turned off to the Left, and, going up the 
Mehaigne, took Poſt on the Bank of that Ri- 
ver, at Grandroſiers, between the Villages of 
Peruwes and Ramelies ; which obliged the 
Allies to advance on the other Side as fur as 
Oftin to diſpute the Paſſage. As Villeroy was 


under a Neceſſity to paſs the River to ſuccour 


the Beſieged, he came very near to us to re- 
connoitre, and attempted ſeveral Times to 
paſs, but did not ſucceed. On this he called 


a Council of War, and gave all the Officers 
5 G 2 ; Liberty 
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Liberty to ſpeak their Sentiments freely on the 
Means neceſſiry to be taken to ſuecour the Ci- 
tadel. They unanimouſly declared the thing 
impoſſible, and that it would be raſh to at- 
tempt it. 

In the Interim, the Allies 3 thirty 
Squadrons, commanJed by Monſieur 4e [z 
Foret, who advanced within Piſtol Shot of the 


Enemy, to reconnoitre. Theſe were diſcover- 


ed by the French Scouts, who fell upon theim, 
and, finding they gave Way, ſuffered them- 
ſelves to be decoved into an Ambuiſh, where 
the Fight renewing with greater Fury, the Al 
failints were driven back towards their Camp, 
after they had loſt a hundred and fifty Horſe, 
After this Skirmiſh, the Marſhal ſeeing no like- 
lihood of paſſing the Mehaigne, or of ſue- 
couring the Citadel, raiſed his Cainp, and took 
Poſt with his Army between Chatelet and 
Charlexoy. 

Before this Retreit of the Marſhal, moſt of 
the Fortifications of Namur were demoliſhed, 
and the Breaches made, were large enough for 


a Battalion to mount in Front; wherefore Or- 


ders were given for an Aſſault, which was be- 
. on the zoth of Aug, after the Batteries 
ad played with greater Fury than ever from 
Break of Day to half after One in the After- 
noon. My Lord Cuts, with three thouſand 
£y9:iſh, was commanded to aſſault the New- 
Ca le, Count Rivera, with two tba 
Pure and a thouſand Bavarians, was ordered 
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to attack on the Side of Fort Koehoorn, while 
Monſieur Ja Cave ſhould aſſault it in Front. 
At the ſame inſtant Monſieur Schwerin, at the 
Head of two thouſand Men was to aſſault the 
covered Way before the Devil's Houſe; and, to 
prevent Sallies, a Colonel, with five hundred 
Men, was poſted between the New-Caſtle and 
Fort Koehoorn, The Sign3l being given, thoſe 
Troops marched to the Aſſault with incredible 
Iatrepidity. Here our brave Engliſh were 
drawn into a-fatal Miſtake by their Courage ; 
for three hundred of them mounted the Breach 
of the New Caſtle with ſuch Impetuoſity, that 
they could not be ſupporred ; by this Ardour 
we failed in the attack of that work, The 0- 
ther Aſſault proved more ſucceſsful. We car- 
ried all the covered Way of the Devils Houſe, 
and that of Fort Koeboprn, Here we made 
our Lodgments, which being joined, we were 
— * of three thoufand Yards of covered 

3 

Notwithſtanding we loſt a thouſand Men in 
this Aſſault, and had as many wounded, the 
King was preparing for a ſecond; but Marſhal 

ouflers, not thinking it expedient to give 
him the Trouble, beat the Chamade. Hoſtages 
being exchanged, the Articles were agreed up- 
on, and the Allies took Poſſeſſion, on the Even- 
ing of the firſt of September, of Fort Koe- 
boorn, fome Works on that Side, and of the 


— Oh 


Breach of the New Caſtle, 
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and Key, A Lady of civil Converſation, who 
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On the fifth the Garriſon, which ſtill con- 
ſyted of five thouſand one hundred and ſixty- 
elght Men, marched out at the Breach, with 
Drums beating, Matches lighted, Colours fly- 
ing, {ix Pieces of Cannon and two Mortars, 
through a Lane of thirty Battalions of our 
Troops. 

The King of France having not only refu- 
ſed to ranſom the Garriſons of Deinſe and Dix- 
mude, but even ſent them towards the Fron- 
tiers of Spain; King William, by way of Re- 
priſal, when Marſhal Borufflers came out at the 
Head of the Light Horſe, and ordered him to 
be arreſted and carried back into.the Town ; 
where he was told, That if be would give his 
Word that thoſe Garriſons ſhould be releaſed, 
be was at Liberty. Upon his Refuſal, he was 
conducted to Maeſtricht, where he was nobly 
entertained during the Time of his Contine- 
ment, which was but ſhort, for the King, his 
Maſter, permitting him to promiſe that thoſe 
Priſoners ſhould be releaſed, he was ſet at Li- 
berty, and conducted by a Detachment of two 
hundred Dragoons to Dinant. | 
After the taking Nawur, I went into Winter 
Quarters at the Boſs, where a very odd Ad- 
venture befel me. I went with two of my 
Comrades to a Houſe of civil Recreation, 
where they made a Bargain for, and retired 
with, ſuch Ware as they wanted, and I divert- 
ed myſelf with ſerenading them on the Tongs

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was very big, happened to take a liking to me, 


and uſed all the common Methods of thoſe 
virtuous Damſels to entice me; but findin 
they had no Effect, ſhe ſwore ſhe would re- 
venge the Slight, which ſhe ſoon after did, by 


| ſwearing me the Father of her Child. Whether 


this was the Effect of her Revenge, or her Judg- 
ment, as I made a better Figure than any pri- 
vate Dragoon in our Regiment, and ſhe thought 
me the beſt able to provide for her in her 
Month, and to take Care of her Baſtard, is 
what I will not take upon ine to determine; 
but I was ſo ſurprized, and enraged at the im- 
pudent Perjury, that I was almoſt tempted to 
diſprove her effectually, and give her up to the 
Law ; but, on a mature Deliberation, I thought 
it better to defray the Charge, and keep the 
Child, which I did, but it died in a Month, 
and delivered me from that Expence, though 
it left me the Reputation of being a Father, till 
my Sex was diſcovered. 

As nothing remarkable happened to me from 
this Time, to the figning of the Peace, it may 
not be ungrateful to give ſome Memoirs of what 
paſſed in the Interim in Flanders, where I con- 
tinued in the ſame Regiment till the Army 
was diſbanded. 

King Villiam arrived in Holland on the 
17th of May 1696, with Deſign to open the 
Campaign in the Low Countries, The Army 
being thus difpoſed, a Part of the Dutch Troops 
were drawn together near Tirlemont, under the 
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Command of Prince Nafſau-Sarbruck, Veldt 
Marſhal of the States, who, conjointly with 
the Elector of Bavaria, was to obſerve the 
French Forces encaniped at Fleuris, The other 
Part of the Dutch Army, under the Command 
of Prince Vaudemont, was poſted at De ſtelberg, 
near Ghent, to oppoſe Marſhal Villeroy, who, 
with Part of the French Army, had encamped, 
at Deinſe. The King joined the Prince of, 
Vaudemont's Army in the beginning of June, 
and having taken a general Review on the 7th; 
he ordered ſeveral Forts to be raifed on the. 
Ways to Marikerque and Newport, to cover the 
Canal on that Side, In the mean while, the 
Troops of Liege and Brandenbourg being ar- 
rived at the Camp of Tirlemont, this Bedy of 
the Army marched on the Side of Bruſſels, 
ſtretching the Right as far as Limale, and the 
Left to Ottenbourg. King William joined with 
ſome Troops, after having encamped on the 
Plain of Corbazs, from the 18th of June, to 
the 7th of July, marched directly towards 
Noirmont and Gembgurs, All theſe Motions- 
were bath to obſerve the French, and to have. 
the Conveniences, for a conſiderable Part of 
the Campaign, to ſubſiſt the Army from Bruſ- 
els, | 

All this while Marſhal Villeroy remairied 
quiet in his Camp, near Dein ſe, between the 
Scheld and the Lys; and, having extended his 
Left along this ſmall River, and his Right to- 
wards Cruyſbouten, within two Leagues 11 5 
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Half of Oudenarde, he ſecured the Forage, 
and maintained a conſiderable Part of his 
Troops at the Expence of the Enemy. So that 
King William finding nothing could be done, he 
ſent back to the German Troops commanded 
by the Landgrave of Heſſe, went to Mecklin, 
and from thence to Leo. if 

The King of France, whoſe Subjects were 
miſerably harraſſed, had ſome time before made 
Propokitions of Peace to the Allies, of whom 
the Duke of Savoy' was conſiderably the leaſt 
powerful, yet having ſo great a ſupport, he was 
the moſt formidable, becauſe the French Pro- 
vinces bordering on his Country, having no 
ſtrong Towns, were expoſed to an Invaſion. 
This made Lewis of opinion, that he ought, at 
any Price, to clap up a Peace with this Prince, 
wherefore, he covertly offered to give him 


Pignerol; reſtore all the Conqueſts he had 


made upon him in the Courſe of the War, and, 
to ſtrengthen their Union, to marry his Grand- 
ſon, the Duke of Burgundy, to Mary Adelaide, 


the Duke of Savoy's Daughter, Theſe Offers 


were ſo very advantageous, that they ſtagger- 
ed the Duke; however, the reproachful Shame 
which muſt neceſlarily have been the Conſe- 

quence of his breaking through ſolemn En- 
gagements, by which he had obtained immenſe 


Sums from the States General, and other Al- 


lies, wade him, for ſome time, hold out, a- 
gainft the Temptation: But France, always 
productive of Expedients, ſoon furniſhed him 

- ba HL wil 
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with a plauſible Pretence. She acted on the 
Defenſive only, in Catalonia, Germany, and 
the Low Countries, that the might turn the 
greater Part of her Forces upon Savoy. On 
the 15th of May, N. S. this ſame Year, Mar- 
ſhal de Catinat entered Piemont, and puſhing 
forward into the Country, came to Rivalto on 
the 24 of June. This Place is about two 
Leagues diſtant from Turin. The Duke, up- 
on his approach, cut down the Trees, armed 
all the Peaſants, and drew the auxiliary Troops 
out of his Garriſons, as if he had deſigned to 
oppoſe the Enemy. 

Notwithſtanding all theſe Preparations for 
a vigorous Defence, no Hoſtilities were com- 
-mitted on either Side. At length, the pro- 
_ claiming a Suſpenſion of Arms — thirty Days, 
diſcovered the Myſtery of this inactivity, which 
cauſed the ſurprize of every one of the Allies. 
This Truce was twice renewed, and, at length, 
attended by a Treaty of peace proclaimed i in 
Faris on the Toth of September. At the ſame 
time that Lewis XIV. was carrying on his In- 
trigue with Ss he made advantageous Of- 
fers to King William and the States; to which 
me latter began to liſten. In a Word, a Con- 
| was opened on the gth of May 1697, N, 

S. at Ryſwick, : 

Notwithſtanding the Shakes for the 
Pacification of Europe were carried on in Hol- 
land, there was no Suſpenſion of Arms; for, 

on the 16th of May, the Trench beſieged Atb, 
6 2 Town 
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a Town in Hengull. King William being ar- 
rived from England, immediately went to the 
Army of the Allies, we were no leſs than an 
hundred thouſand effective Men, whom he 
headed, and marched to St. Quentin. Lennich, 
where a Body of eleven thouſand Germans 
were ordered to join us, to ſave.4tb, if poſſible. 
But the Beſiegers were ſo well entrenched, and 
covered by two Armies under the Command of 
Boufflers and Villars, that we could not force 
them, without viſible Danger, and expoſing 
Bruſſels to a ſecond Bombardment. 

Theſe Obſtacles obliging King William to 
withdraw with a Part of the Army to Gem- 
blours, and the Elector of Bavaria, with the 
other to Deinſe, Ath ſurrendered on the iſt of 
June, N. 8. | | | 

The Conferences at Ryſwick ended in Peace, 
which was ſigned by the Deputies of the States 
in Conjunction with King William, and by the 
French Plenipotentiaries, on the 20th of Sep- 
tember. The King of England ratified this 
Peace on the 25th. It was proclaimed in Paris 
= 23d of October, and in London on the 28th,

The King of England having reviewed the 
Army on the Plain of Breda, we were diſ- 
banded, and I ſet out for the Brill, took my 
Paſſage on Board a Ship bound for, and arri- 
ved fafe in Dublin. On Enquiry, 1 found my 
Mother, Children, and Friends, wanted net- 
ther Health, nor the Neceſſaries of Life. I 

. H 2 found 
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found means to converſe with them; but I. was 
fo much altered by my Dreſs, and the Fatigues 
I had undergone, that none of them knew me, 
| which | was not ſorry for. The Demand the 
1 Nurſe had upon me, on account of my young- 
eſt Child, being greater than ſuited with my 
Circumſtances to diſcharge, I reſolved to re- 
main incog. | | 
I was not long eaſy in this indolent Way of 
Life, which ſoon muſt have dreined my Purſe, 
wherefore | ſought for Employment, and found 
means to ſupport myſelf, while in Dublin, with. 
out breaking into my Capital, (which I had 
hitherto huſbatided with great Oeconomy) till 
the death of the King of Spain, on the 3ſt of 
October 1700; he having in his Will decla- 
red, through the Intrigues of Cardinal Porta- 
carrero, the Duke of Anjor his Succeſſor ; and 
his immediately taking Poſſeſſion of thoſe King- 
doms, alarmed all the Powers of Europe; and 
the King of France having acknowledged the 
Prince of Wales King of England, on. the 
death of his Father, which happened at St, 
Germains on the 16th of September, N. &. ; 
groſſy affronting King William, ſeemed to be 
the Harbingers of 2 new War, as indeed they b 
proved; for it could not be ſuppoſed, that the 
Emperor would tamely cede his Right. 
Hoſtilities were begun it Itaꝶ, which Prince 
Eugene entered in May 1701, at the head of 
twenty thouſand Men, beat the French and Sa- 
Poyardyy 
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Mrs. Chriſtian Davies 57 
voyards, who guarded the Paſſage of the A. 
dige, from their Poſts, and paſſed the River. 

Though none of the Powers had declared 
War, the Hollanders drew together their 
Troops near Roſendaal, under the Command 
of the Earl of Athlone ; and the Imperialiſts, 
commanded by Prince Naſſau Sarbruch, Gene- 
raliſſimo of the Emperor, reinforced by ſome 
Dutch Troops, beſieged Keiſerſrweert, 

This News of a War awakened my martial 
Inclination, I was not long conſidering what 
Party to take, but immediately took Shipping 
for Holland, and finding my Quondam Lieu; 
tenant Leith, I inlifted with him in my old 
Corps, the Regiment of Dragoons, under the 
Command of Lord John Hayes. | 

The firſt Action I was in, was that of Nime- 
guen, where we were very roughly handled by 
the French. As this, which deſerves. rather to 
be called a Battle than an Action, would have 
ruined all the Schemes of the Allies, had we 
loſt-it, I ſhall give the beſt. Account of it I am 
capable; to do which, I muſt return to the 
Siege of Aeiſerſweert. . 1 

This Town, which was very ſtrongly for- 
tified, the Germans inveſted on the 16th of 
April 1702, N. S. The Prufſtans took Poſt a- 
bove, and the Dutch below, the Town, and 
each of theſe Troops on their reſpective Sides 


broke Ground on the 18th. At the firſt Ad- 


vice which was given Marſhal Boufflers of this 


Siege, he paſſed the Maeſe, near Stevenſweerd, 
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with deſign to ſurprize a Body of Dutch Troops 
under the Command of Count Ty : But that 
General being informed of the March of the 
French, ſent all his heavy Baggage to Emerick, 
went to, and encamped at Ebber, within a 
League of Cleves, where the Earl of Athlone 
Joined him with the reſt of the Army belong- 


ing to the States General; ſo that Monſieur 


Boufjler's Deſign proved abortive, The Count 
de Tallard proved more ſucceſsful in his, which 
he entered upon in a few Days after, He took 
Poſt over-againſt Kziſerſweerr, on the Banks 
of the Rhine; and this, not only kept open a 
Communication with the Town by Water, but 
galled the Beſiegers ſo much with his Cannon, 
that they were obliged to quit their Works, 
contract their Quarters, and begin new At- 
tacks, out of the reach of his Cannon. During 
this Siege, the Duke of Burgundy arrived at 
the French Army to take upon him the Com- 
mand in chief, 2 
Soon after the Arrival of this Prince, Mar- 
ſhal Bowfflers, concluding that the Town could 
not hold out long, reſolved to make a Diver- 
ſion to ſave it. This was to ſurprize Nimeguen. 
After having lain ſome few Days quiet in his 
Camp, to give the Count de Tallard, and other 
Forces, time to join him, he decamped .from 
Santin the 10th of June, and marched imme- 
diately to Keverdonk ; from whence he marched 
between Goch and Gennep, defigning to conti- 
nue his Rout between Mook and Nimeguen, 


and 
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and to fall upon the Earl of Athlone, who was 
encamped at Clarenbeek, in hopes the Confu- 
ſion that would attend ſuch an unexpected 
Attack, would afford a fair Opportunity to 
ſurprize Nimæguen. But the Earl having had 
Information of his March, ſent away, with all 
ſpeed, his Artillery and heavy Baggage, and 
detached the Duke of Wirtemberg with ſome 
Troops, to take Poſſeſſion of the higher 
Grounds and Paſles in the Neighbourhood of 
Mook, while he followed with the reſt of the 
Army. In coming to the Poſt which he was 
to defend, the Duke diſcovered the Vanguard 


of the Enemy. He diverted them by a re- 


treating Fight, till the Earl of Athlon came 
up to ſuſtain him with the reſt of the Dutch 
Army. Notwithſtanding which, the two Ar- 
mies, in continually ſkirmiſhing, made towards 
Nimeguen;, and the French mixing with the 
Dutch, ſome of them got, with the latter, inta 
a few of the Outworks, and hoped, in the 


- Confuſion, to puſh into the Town, Every 


thing ſeemed to favour their Deſign ; for there 
were no Cannon planted on the Ramparts, the 
Magazines were locked up, the Keys were not 
to be found, and thoſe who had the Care of 
them, were abſent, I remember it was upon 
a Sunday, and in Sermon time. The Burghers 
taking the Alarm, took to their Arms, broke 
open the Magazines, and drew out the Cannon, 


-which they mounted and played upon the 
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French Cavalty, 
with a conſiderable Loſs on their, and very 
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The French having placed ſome Cannon on 

a riſing Ground, made terrible havock among 
the Dutch Horſe, and ſeized on one of the 
Fortifications called Aykindeport, but a De- 
tachment of the Dutch Guards, favoured by 
eight Pieces of Cinnon, which the Burghers 
fired upon the French, very ſoon dillodged 
them. 
Marſhal Bouffers, who did not expect ſo 
ſtout a Defence, tinding his Proje& fall, re- 
treated about two of the Clock in the Aſter- 
noon, 

In the Interim, the siege of Keiſerſweet, was 
vigorouſly and ſucceſsfully puſhed on, and the 
Governor, after having barely defended the 
Town thirty Days, on the 15th of June capi. 
tulated. The Gartiſon was conducted to Venlo 
with all Marks of Honour. 

That I might not break in upon the Account 


of this Battle, and the Siege of Keiſerſweert, 


I made no mention of myſelf, and of a parti- 
cular Event. About the middle of the Siege, 

a Party of Horſe and Dragoons were detached 
from the Army, under the Command of Major 


General Dompre; I was in the Detachment,

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Scon after the ſurrender of Keiſerſweert, the 
Pruſſian Troops joined the grand Army, and 
the Karl of Marlborough, about the ſame 
Time, arrived with thoſe ſent by the Queen of 
England. | 
After ſeveral Motions, in which we could 
never draw the French to a Battle, a Detach- 
ment inveſted the Town and Citadel of Venlo, 
on the 29th of Auguſt, in the Night. The 
Horſe being not employed in, we covered the 


Siege, and were ſometimes ſent out to Forage. 


The poor Peaſants fled before us, and leaving 
their Implements of Huſbandry in the Field, 
my Horfe trod on a Scythe, and was cut in 
ſo dangerous a Manner, that I deſpaired of his 


Recovery; though he at length was again fit 


tor Service, 

Six Days after the Trenches had been ö- 
pe ned before this Town, we aſſaulted the Ci- 
tadel, and with ſuch Succeſs, that, after we 
had carried the covered Way, we took it ; 
which obliged the Town to capitulate on the 
23d of September. 

Stevenſweert and Ruremond were next in- 
veſted and bombarded one after another, The 
former of theſe bore out Fire but two Days, 
the latter three. EW 

The taking all theſe Places, clearing the 
Maeſe of the French Garriſons as far as Ma- 
ſtricht, their Army retired within their Lines, 
and the Allies, on the 14th of October 1702, 


appeared before Liege. At our approach the 
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French withdrew into the Caſtles ; the Depu- 
ties of the Chapter, and of the Magiſtrach, 
on the ſame Day agreed on a Capitulation with 
the Earl of Marlborough, and the Com wiſſio— 
ners of the States General, for the Principality 
of Liege. 

In the Interim, Preparations were made to 
attack the two Forts which commanded the 
Town. Three Days together we battercd the 
Citadel, and the Breach being thought ſuffi- 
cient, we aſſaulted it the 23d in the Afternoon. 
We ſoon carried the Halt- Moon, and finding 
leſs reſiſtance than we expected, we cleared the 
Paliſadoes, mounted the Breach Sword in 
Hand, and made a cruel Slaughter. The Eng- 
liſh, in particular, diſtinguiſhed themſelves in 
this Aſſault; for they mounted at a Place cal- 
led the Six-cent-pas, the fix hundred Steps, for 
ſo many there are, and ſteeper than any Pair 
of Stairs I ever ſaw in my Life. | 

We found in the Place above thirty Pieces 
of Cannon, and beſide twenty thouſand Florins 
in Silver, a very conſiderable Booty; for the | 
Citizens had carried thither their moſt valuable | 
Effects for Security. I got but little of the I ; 
Plunder; for the Grenadiers, who were in the , 
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Place, before our Dragoons had diſmounted, 
and left their Horſes to the Care of every tenth 
Man, which we do when we fight on Foot, 
were very induſtrious in their Search. I got, 
however, a large Silver Chalice, and ſome o- 
ther Pieces of Plate, which 1 afterwards ſold- 
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Mrs. Chriſtian Davies, 63 
to a Durch Jew for a third Part of their Va- 
lue. | 

As the Citadel was taken by Aſſault, few of 
the Garriſon eſcaped with Lite, and not one of 
thoſe who did, carried off with thein Rags 
enough for a cut Finger. ; 8 

We, after this, attacked the Fort of the 
Carthuſjans on the other Side the Maeſe. Our. 
Batteries began to play the 29th with great 
Fury; the Garriſon, terrified by the Example 
made of that Citadel, and fearing an Aſſault, 
in leſs than three Hours aſked to capitulate. 
Articles were that Day agreed upon, and the 
French marched out the net. 

The taking of theſe Places proved a great 
Retreſhment to the Army, for we found a 
great Quantity of good Wine and excellent 
Bread. | 

Thus ended our firſt Campaign in Flanders ; 
the Succeſs of which, did not a little raiſe the 
Hopes of the Allies. 5 

I forgot to take Notice of the Declaration 
of War ; for though Hoſtilities were begun 
before any was made, yet they were carried on 
but a little while; for the Emperor declared 
War the 1 5th of May 1502, N. S. as did the 
| Queen of Enzland, and the Dutch, on the 
fame Day. 

In Italy Prince Eugene, in Ofober this 
Year, ſurprized Cremona, got into the Town 
through an Aquaduct, and had kept Poſſeſſion, 
had not the Courage of my Countrymen, fo

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much deſpiſed in England, driven out the Ger- 
man; who, however, carried off Priſoners 
Marſhal Villeroy, Monſieurs de Mongon, d'- 
Egrigney, and ſome other Perſons of Diſtinc- 
tion. The Honour of taking the Marſhal fell 
alſo to an Iriſbman, Captain of Horſe in the Im- 
perial Service. 

I was ordered into Quarters at Venlo, and a 
Night or two afterwards, was one of thoſe 
3 by the Governor to eſcorte the 
Earl of — Trina along the Banks of the 
Maeſe, the Troops which brought him from 
Ruremond having "es diſmiſſed, During our 
March, by the Darkneſs of the Night, we 
miſtook, and going up the Country, fell in 
with a Hogſty, where was a Sow with five 
Pigs, one of which I made bold with, I was 
poſſeſſed of it ſome Time, when one Taylor, 2 
Corporal, belonging to Brigadier Panton's Re- 
giment of Horſe, attempted to ſpoil me of 
my Booty ; on which ſome Words ariſing, he 
drew, and made a Stroak at my Head, which 
1 warding with my Hand, had the Sinew of 
my little Finger cut in two; at the ſame time, 
with the Butt End of my Piſtol, I ſtruck out 
one of his Eyes. When we returned to our 
Quarters, I got the Sinew ſewed up. In the 
intrim, our neal was taken Priſoner by a 
Party of thirty-five Soldicrs ; but got off by 
means of a ſham Paſs, The next. Day we i & 
heard of thjs Accident, but not of his raving tl 
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Mrs, Chriſtian Davies © 6g 
The Garriſon, as the Earl was entirely be- 
loved by all the Forces, was greatly alarmed, 
and the Governor of Yen{a, placing himſelf at 
our Head, marched ſtrait to Guelders, to which 
Place he imagined the Earl had been conduct- 
ed, threatning to come to the utmoſt Extremi- 
ties, if he was not delivered up, In the mean 
while, he received certain Advice of our Ge- 


neral being in Safety; on which we marched 
back to aur Quarters, without attempting any 


Action, and ſoon after had the joyful News of 


the Queen having rewarded his Virtues with 


the Titles of Marquis of Blandford and Duke 
of Marlborough, on which the Rejoicings cuſto- 
mary were made, and we were regaled at our 
Bonefires with good Liquor, 
As we lay quiet all the Winter, my Huſ- 


band, whom the hurry of the War had in a 


manner baniſhed, occurred to my Memory, 
and I made what Enquiry I could after him, 
but in vain; wherefore, I endeavoured, as I 
concluded him for ever loſt, to forget him, as 
the Melancholly the remembrance of him 
brought upon me, profited him nothing, while 
it conſumed me. To do this, I had recourſe 
to Wine and Company, which had the Effect 


1 wiſhed, and I ſpent the Seaſon pretty chear-

The Duke of Marlborough parted from Lon- 
don in March 1703, N. S. to put himſelf at 
the Head of the Army, and open the Campaign. 
He ſtaig ſome little time at the Hague, to be 
3) ̃— 
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preſent at, and give his Advice in the Confe- 
ferences then held ; after which he took upon 
Command, and inveſted Bonn on the 24th of 
April. This Town was the Reſidence of the 
Elector of Cologne, who had received into it a 


French Garriſon, for which Reaſon we ravaged 
the Countries of Berg, Cologne and (le ves, 


and waſted them with pillaging and Contri- 
bution. | 
We opened the Trenches before Bonn, and 
the Fort on the other Side of the Rhine, the 
third of May in the Night. Our Fire was ſo 
briſk, and we puſhed on our Attacks with ſo 
much Fury, that the Garriſon in the Fort ſet 
Fire to their Barracks, blew up their Maga- 
zines, and got into the Town ſheltered by the 
Smoke. | | 
On the 12th, the Breach was large enough 
for a Regiment to mount at a Time ; we car- 
ried the covered Way, made a Lodgment on 
the Paliſadoes, and every thing was ready for 
a general Aſfault; when Monſieur “ Algere 
hung out a white Enſign. The Capitulation 
was ſigned that Night, and four Days after the 
Garriſon marched out through the Breach, 
with only fix Pieces of Cannon, and were 
conducted the ſhorteſt Way to Luxembourg. 
The Dake having provided for the Security 
of this Place, the greateſt Part of the Troops 
employed againſt it marched towards Brabant 
to join the grand Army, which Veld-Marſhal 
Ouwerkerke had drawn together at — 
* 4 N 
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and which obſerved the Motions of Marſhal 
Bouflers and Villeroy. After this Junction, 
the Allies marched towards the Lines, the 
French had thrown up from the Scheld to the 
Mae ſe, near Namur, to cover Brabant. 

On the other hand, Baron Spar and Mon- 
ſieur Coehoorn, with a part of the Army, put 
great part of Flanders under Contribution. 
The grand Army was deſigned to attack the 
French Lines in Brabant, and in Caſe of ſuc- 
ceeding, to, afterwards, beſiege ing: = 
to this End, Baron Obdam had taken Poſt at 
Ekeren, pretty near that City, with thirteen 
Battallions and ' twenty-ſix Squadrons, The 
grand Army was marched to encamp before the 
Lines, between Courſelle and Beringhen., 

The diſtance between the two Armies, and 
the feebleneſs of that commanded by the Ba- 
ron, made Boufflers reſolve on ſurrounding 
him, and accordingly having placed Troops in 
all the Paſſes though which the Dutch muſt 
neceſſarily retreat, with fifty-three Battallions, 
ſeventy Companies of Grenadiers, and fifty- 
two Squadrons drawn out of the neighbour- 
ing Garriſons, on the 29th of June in the 
Night, he began his march, which was ſo fe- 
cret and expeditious, that the Baron, though 
he had Information of the Enemy being in

The Baron, being gone ſome diſtance from 
the Groſs' of his Troops to give Orders, had 
the Misfortune to have his Return cut off, and 
was obliged to fly to Breda. The Fight, which 
began ar three in the Afternoon, grew hotter 


and hotter ; the Durch taking Courage from 


their Deſpair, being entirely ſurrounded, and 
the French being irritated at ſo obſtinate 4 Re- 
ſiſtance, when, on Account of their great ſu- 
periority, they flattered themſelves with an 
eaſy Victory. 
The Battle laſted till Night, when the Dutch 
Foot beginning to want Powder and Ball, with 
their Bayonets fixed, attacked and carried the 
Village of Orteren; took one Piece of Cannon, 
two Kettle Drums, ſeven Colours, with two 
Standards, and paſling the Night in this Vil- 
lage, they retreated in good Order to Lillo. 

The Battle of Eteren was very bloody; but 
the Dutch Troops gained more Honour in it 
than their General, who, if he did not want 
Courage, could lay no Claim to Conduct. 

It was now reſolved, in a grand Council of 
War, ſince we could not bring the Enemy to 2 


Battle, which had been often in vain, offered 


them, to draw together all the Troops Abt 
ſed in different Pofts, and beſiege Huy; i 
being thought too hazardous to attack then in

When our Army drew near to Huy, the 
Garriſon withdrew into the Caſtle, and we 
took Poſſeſſion of the Town. Before I pro- 
ceed, I muſt take Notice of one Action, which 
had liked to have ſlipped my Memory. Mon- 
ſieur de Villeroy, ſome little time before we 
opened the Trenches before the Town, ſpread 
it abroad, that he would give us Battle ; upon 
which our Army drew up, but he not liking 
our Countenances, altered his Mind, if before 
he was in earneſt, and retired into his Lines. 
Our Lieutenant, with thirty of our Dragoons, 
fell in with a Party of forty Horſe of the 
Enemy, but they took to flight at the firſt Fire, 
and we purſued them to the Barriers of their 
Entrenchments ; and being there ordered ta- 
ſtand our Ground, we maintained it, in the 
midſt of many ſmart Fires, until we had taken 
a View of the Enemy's Situation, which was 
the Errand our Regiment and ſome others were 
ſent. upon. 45, Tots 
The Baron de Trogne opened the Trenches 
before Fort St. Foſeph on the 17th of Auguſt, 
N. 8. and, the next Day, Ground was broke 
before Fort Picard. They ſurrendered on the 


27th, and Count Sinzendorff taking Poſſeſſion | 


of the Place for the Emperor, we prepared 
for another Siege, Monſieur de Bulau, Lieu- 
tenant General of the Hanoverian Troops, 
was, on the 8th of September, detached with 
twenty-four Squadrons to inveſt Limbourg, and 
the reſt of the Troops deſigned for this Siege 
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Having joined him, they immediately carried 
Part of the Suburbs, and on the 21ſt took the 


lower Town. As the Garriſon was pretty 
much ſtreightened, in what was ſtill in their 
Poſſeſſion, tive Battalions were left to block- 
ade and ſtarve them to a Surrender; but, tired 
with this tedious Method, on the 26th the 
Beſiegers began to batter the Place with forty- 
two Pieces of Cannon from four Batteries, and 
with twenty Mortars. The Fire continued 
very vigorous until about the next Day at 
Noon, when the Governor ſeeing great Part 
of the Rampart demoliſhed, beat the Chamade, 
and ſurrendered Priſoners of War. However, 
all the Officers were handſomely treated, and 
nothing taken from them, or even their Soldi- 


ers, Arms excepted. 


The grand Army did ne more this 
— than obſerve the Enemy, to favour 
the Brandenburghers, who were fat down be- 
fore Gueldre, which they took, after an obſti- 
nate Defence, having been battered after a 
Blockade of the whole Summer, with fifty- 
one Pieces of Cannon, twenty Culverines, and 
twenty Mortars, which reduced the Town to 
a heap of Rubbiſh, from the 7th of October 
to the 17th of Delton, | 

The Emperor having made Ceſſion of his 
Right to the Spaniſh Monarchy, to his elder 
Son the. King of the Romans, and he again 
to the Archduke his Brother, who was ſet out 
to take Poſſeſſion of Spain, the EY of Marl-

The Succeſs attending the Arms of the 
French and Elector of Bavaria in Germany, a- 
larming England and Holland, they reſolved tg 
ſeek them, even in the Heart of Germany. Lo 
this End their Forces, about the End of April 
1703, were aſſembled upon the Maeſe, be- 
tween Venlo and Maſtricht, where we were 
joined, in the Beginning of May, by the Duke 
of Marlborough and Veltmarſhal Owwerkerke, 
After a Council of War had been held; the Ar- 
my was divided into two Corps, one of which, 
ſtrong enough to make Head againſt the French 
in the Low Countries, was left under the Com- 
mand of Monſieur Ouwerkerke, and the other, 
commanded by the Duke of Mgr/borough, pal- 
ling the Rhine, the Main and the Nekre, by 
long and tireſome Marches, which greatly har- 
raſſed our Foot, made for the Danube.

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Command of Villeroy. But, before he came 


to the End of his March, the Duke of Marl- 
borough had joined the Prince of Baden at 
Lutſhauſen, which obliged the Elector to with- 
draw to Dilling. a very advantageous Poſt, and 
ſtrongly fortified, leaving Eighteen of his Re- 
giments, and Eight Squadrons, with the Count 


of Arco, who poſted himſelf on the Hill of 


Sebellenberg by Donawert, in Entrenchments 
in a manner inacceſſible, that he might cover 
Bavaria. The Reſolution was, notwithſtand- 
ing, taken to attack him, and to open a Paſſage 
by forcing his Poſt to the very Heart of the 
Electorate. | | 

We decamped the 24 of July from Onderin- 


X gen, and advanced to — within a 


League of Donawert; but our Vanguard did 
not come in Sight of the Enemu's Entrench- 
ments *till the Afternoon ; However, not to 
give the Bavangans Time to make themſelves 
yet ſtronger, the Duke ordered the Dutch Ge- 
neral Goor, who commanded the right Wing, 
compoſed of Engliſh and Dutch, with ſome Aux- 
iliary Troops, to attack, as ſoon as poſſible: 
Thus we did not ſtay for the coming up of the 
Imperialiſls, We began about fix o' Clock, 
and were twice repulſed with very great Loſs; 


but this did not abate any thing of our Courage; 


dur Men, rather animated by this Reſſiſtance, 
gave a third Aſſault, at the Time the Prince 
of Baden arrived with the German Troops of

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The Slaughter, which was very great, had laſt- 
ed above an Hour, when the Duke of Wirtem- 
berg had the good Fortune, with Seven Squad- 
rons, to enter the Enemy's Trenches, by the 
covered Way of Donawert, and fell upon their 
Rear. The Bavarians were now ſoon routed, 
and a cruel Slaughter made. of them, and the 
Bridge over the Danube breaking down, a 
great Number were drowned, or taken Priſon- 


ers. In the ſecond Attack I received a Ball ia 


my Hip, which is ſo lodged between the Bones, 
that it can never be extracted, to this Day the 


Wound is open, and has almoſt deprived me 


of the Uſe of my Leg and Thigh. Captain 


- Young, who, poor Gentleman, was ſoon after 


killed, defired me to get off; but, upon my 
Refuſal, he ordered two of my Comrades to 
take me up, and they ſet me at the Foot of a 


Brother Soldiers, till J had the Pleaſure of 
ſeeing them get into the Trenches and, beat 
down their Enemies; tho? it was a deax bought 
Victory, as they diſputed every Inch of Ground, 
and ſhewed an uncommon Bravery. We loſt, 
of my Acquaintance, Captain Young, Captain 
Douglaſs, and Lieutenant Maltary, beſide a 
Number of private Men.

Arms of Monſieur Mortaigne, who ran to his 
Aﬀiſtance, The Duke of Lunebourg Bevern 
was mortally wounded, and died before the

The Allies having garriſoned Danawert, 
made themſelves Maſters of Rain, by Compo- 
ſition, and carried the little Town of Aicha 
Sword in Hand, where they put 500 of the 
Garriſon to death, and took the reſt Priſoners. 
They had now nothing to prevent their pier- 
4 I cing to the Center of Bavaria, where they 
were ſo greatly alarmed, that the Inhabitants 
of Lechauſen, Strottlingen, and Friedbergen, 
hearing of the Defeat at Schellenberg, quitted 
their Houſes, and even the Electreſs of Bava- 
ria did not thick herſelf in Safety at Muniehb, 
though ſhe had eight thouſand Men of regular 
Troops; but defired the Archbiſhop of S2lrz- 
burg to give her Shelter. Her Fear was not 
groundleſs ; for, after the taking Rain and 
Aicha, the Allies ſent Parties on every Hand 
to ravage the Country, who pillaged above 
fifty Villages, burnt the Houſes of Peaſants 
and Gentlemen, and forced the Inhabitants, .

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with what few Cattle had eſcaped the inſa- 
tiable Enemy, to ſeek Refuge in the Woods, 
The Elector, who, after the Defeat of his 
Troops near Donawert, expected to ſee his 
Country laid waſte, held a Council of War in 
the open Field, compoſed of his Generals and 
moſt experienced Officers; wherein it was re- 
reſolved immediately to abandon the Camp of 
Lawingen, though very advantageous, and ex- 
tremely well fortified, and to reinforce the 
Army as much as poſſible.

have already ſaid, we miſerably plundered 
the poor Inhabitants of this Electorate; ; I had 
left the Hoſpital time enough to contribute to 
their Miſery, and to have a Share in the Plun- 
der, We ſpared nothing, killing, burning, or 
otherwiſe deſtroying whatever we could car 


off. The Bells of the Churches we broke to 


Pieces, that we might bring them away with 
us. I filled two Bed Ticks, after having thrown 


out the Feathers, with Bell Metal, Mens and 


Womens Cloaths, ſome Velvets, and about a 


hundred Dutch Caps, which I had plundered 
from a Shop; 


all which, I ſold by the Lump 
to a Jew, who followed the Army to purchaſe 
our Pillage, for four Piſtoles ; befide the above 
Things, as I was not 1dle, I g0t ſeveral Pieces 
of Plate, as Spoons, Mogs, Cups, Gc. all 
which the fame conſcionable Merchant had at 
his own Price, 

I might have mentioned this more copay 


before, but I did not think what regarded me, 


in particular, of conſequence enough to break 
the thread of my Narration, And the fame 


| Reaſon prevails on me to go back to the dete 
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of Landau, under the Command of the King

During our Halt here, I was amuſed with 
two very different Scenes by the Women, ſome 
of which bewailed the Loſs of their Huſbands, 
or Lovers, who fell in the two memorable 
Battles of Scbellenberg and Hochſtet; and o- 
thers congratulating and careſſing their Spouſes 
and Sweethearts who had eſcaped the Danger. 
Among the latter, I obſerved a Woman, with 
a viſible Joy in her Face, make up to a Man, 
whom, by his ſide Face, I fancied 1 had 


known; I drew near to the Palliſades where 


my Horſe was tied; and looking through at the 
Inſtant he turned to embrace her, had a full 
View of, and perfectly knew him, to my un- 
— Grief, to be my perfidious — 
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on whoſe Account I had experienced ſo much 
Fatigue, ſuch Miſery, and had Go often hazard- 
ed my Life.

The foregoing Campaign it was agreed td pro- 
vide good Magazines in Germany, which bis 
Grace relying upon, took the better Part of 
the Army, after he had reviewed us, 1 :

the Germans betimes, not at all doubting but 
the French would draw off from the Low-

Allies; but they were too well informed of 
1 the neglect of what had been agreed upon; 
0 were ſatisfied with the Duke would loſe a great 
r deal of time in waiting for the Germans, and 
ft were therefore determined to take ad vantage of 


a di. 2 terrible Fire with thirty Pieces of Cannot 
F * and 
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and twenty Mortars, that Cronſtrom, who was 
Governor, was obliged to ſurrender Priſoner of 
War on the roth of June. 

The French taking Huy, and laying Siege 
to the Citadel of Liege, together with the want 
of Magazines on the Moſelle, by which negle& 
the Duke's Army began to ſuffer, and the di- 
ſtance the Germans were off, rendering it im- 
poſſible to join him time enough to undertake 
any thing conſiderable on that Side, obliged 
the Duke to quit the Moſelle. His Grace was 
no ſooner arrived in the Neighbourhood: of 
Maftricht, but the French abandoned the City 
of Liege, raiſed the Siege of the Citadel, and 
withdrew, as uſual, into their Lines. The 
Army being now united, took the Field, and 
in few Days, retook Huy; and, by the Advice 
of his Grace the Duke of Marlborough, reſol- 
ved to attack the Enemy's Lines, by the Shelter 
of which, they had avoided a Battle. 

To this End we decamped on the 17th of 
July, and marched ſtrait to their Lines, to at- 
tack them at one and the ſame time at Heili- 
ſbeim, near the Village and Caſtle of Wang, 
and at the Villages of Nederbeſpen and Ooftma- 
len. The Vanguard being at break of Day, 
arrived at the Place of Rendezvous, Count 
Noyelles immediately aſſaulted the Caſtle of 
Wang, which, after.a ſmall Defence he carried, 
and entering the Lines with the Runaways, 
ſeized on the Barriers, and drew up in Order 


of Battle. | 
_Threg 
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Three Battalions, with the like Rapidity, 
poſſeſſed themſelves of the Village and Bridge 
of Heiliſbeim, within a Quarter of a League 
of Wang, and took Poſt within the Lines. 
Lieutenant-General Schuks, with as great Fa- 
cility, made himſelf Maſter of the Villages of 
Overbeſpen and Nederheſpen, by which, our 
Horſe and Dragoons having Openings to enter 
the Lines, his Grace led us on, and formed us 
to make Head againſt the Enemy ; their Corps 
neareſt -to the Places of Attack were in Mo- 
tion at the firſt Alarm, and about fifty Squa- 
drons and twenty Battalions, advanced to diſpute 
the hollow Way. 5 
Our Horſe, ſuſtained by ſome of the Foot, 
made our way, and the Duke, at our head, 
charged the French Horſe ſo briſkly, that he 
broke, entirely routed them, and made himſelf 
. | Maſter of eight Pieces of Cannon. The reſt 
of the French, who were advancing to ſupport 
te foremoſt Corps, ſeeing their Horſe take to 
flight, thought it no Shame to follow their 
Example. | 
The glorious Succeſs of this Attack of the 
„ French Lines, the Honour of which, as it was 
y. juſt, every one attributed to the Duke of Marl- 
nt boroug hs Advice, Conduct, and Intrepidity, 
was followed by the taking of Tirlemont, where 
a French Battalion was made Priſoners. The 
French Army, which was obliged to retreat, 
fome towards Namur, and others towards Lou- 
Pain, found means to unite and entrench _ 
——— elves 
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{clves behind the Dyle. The Duke would have 
attacked them here, but being oppoſed by the 
Dutch, we had a three Days march for no- 
thing, which the Duke reſented ſo much, that 
the States, to give his Grace ſatisfaction, remo- 


ved General Schlangenburg, who made the 
Oppoſfitiosn. 
After we had continned ſome time in View 


of the Enemy, near the Abbies of Ulierbeek 
and Park, on the 29th of Auguſt, the Duke 
marched to Leuwe, which was inveſted the

fame day by fifteen Battallions, and the ſame 
Number of Squadrons, notwithſtanding, its 
Situation is in the middle of a Moras. Lieu- 
tenant General Dedem, who commanded this 
Body of Troops, having, en the ſecond of 
September, poſleſfed himſelf of an advanced 
Redoubt, which was raiſed on the Avenue to 
the Town, between Nine and Ten that Nighr ® 
FT the Trenches on the Side of the Gate ** 


J: St. T ron, puſhed on his Works within two I © 
undred Yards of the covered Way, and the 
Batteries being ſoon ready to play, the Baron 
du Mont, who commanded in the Place, offered . 
to march out, if all military Honours were 0 
allowed him. This being rejected, he and his 
Garriſon were compelled to yield themſelves 
Priſoners of War on the filth of the ſame ane 
Month. 3 
Our Army having leyelled the French Lines, Nhare 
broken the Sluces, and demoliſhed the Out- 
works of Tirlemont, to prevent the Enemy 
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from keeping Garriſon in it in the Winter, we 
marched to Herenthals, and his Grace made 2 
Tour to the Hague. On his Return to the 
Army, we beſieged Sanduliet. The Trenches 
were opened on the 26th of October, and the 
Garriſon, in three Days, forced to ſurrender

putting an End to the Operations of this Cam- 
paign, his Grace the Duke of Marlborough 
went to Vienna, and was received with the 
higheſt Marks of Diſtinction. The Emperor 
confirmed him Prince of the Empire, ere&ed 
the Diſtrict of Midelbeim into a Principality 
for him, and gave Advice of it to the Diet of 
Ratiſbonne, enjoining them to receive a Deputy 
of this Principality, and to give him Place in 
their Seſſions. The Neus of this being 
brought us, before we left Tirlemont, we were 
regaled with Liquor, and made great Rejoi- 
cings. | 
Nothing remarkable, or worth a Reader's 
Notice, happened to me in particular this 
Winter. Our Recruits, and Horſes to re- 
mount thoſe who had loſt them, arrived in 
Holland the 3d of April 1726, and the Duke 
of Marlborough, with a Number of Voluntiers, 
landed there on the 25th. The Enemy, in 
the interim, loſt no time. They had wrought 
hard all Winter upon their Entrenchments, be- 


Ihind the Dyle, and on the fortifying Lovain, 


where they had brought together ſuch prodi- 
digious Quantities of Flower, Hay, Oats, * 
© all 


*-> * 
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all Sorts of Ammunition, that the fifty Cot. 
leges were quite filled, befide the Shambles, 
Convents, Gc. 

The Duke of Lorraine, fearing his Country 
would be made the Seat of War, from his 
Grace's march in 1705 to the Moſelle, when he 
drew near his Frontiers, ſent the Count Mar— 
tigny to his Grace, with a very complaiſant 
Letter; in which he entreated him to uſe that 
Moderation towards a defenceleſs Country, 
which had, on many other Occaſions, heigh - 
tened his great Character. He alſo acquired 
of, and obtained from, the King of the Ro- 
mans, the Emperor's Protection; and, by 2 
Memorial, defired the States General to ob- 
ſerve the {ime Neutrality with regard to him, 
who was no way intereſted in the Spaniſh Suc- 
ceſſion. 

His Envoy received the following Anſwer to 
his Memorial, That the States having been in- 
formed, that the French had not only poſſeſſed 
themſelves of very advantageous Poſts in Lor- 
raine, but were attnally at work to fortify 
Nancy, they could not look upon ſuch a Proce. fl. 
dure as other than an Infraction of the Neu- 1 
trality, which they had defired the Duke to 
ebſerve, by compelling the French to evacuate 
thoſe Places which they had ſeized. France, 
however, was very far from ſuch a Diſpoſition, 
for the King apprehending an Invaſion, by the 
Way of Lorraine, in the very Beginning of 
this Year ſeized upon all the Duke's States, 

placed 
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placed Garriſons in all his fortified Towns, 
and obliged him to furniſh three Millions of 
Livres yearly, towards the Expence of the 
War. 

I thought this little Digreſſion neceſſary, 
that my Readers might be acquainted with the 
then Situation of Affairs. 

Every Thing being ready, on either Side, 
to open the Campaign, the Army of the Allies, | 
on the 22d of May, encamped between Corris 
and Tourine, near the Stone-Mill of Aruiſ 


' worm 5 The French alſo left their Entrench- 


ments on the Dyle with defign to ſurprize us, 
while they were ſuperior, for they had cert rin 
Intelligence, that the Elector of Bradenbourg, 
diſſatisfied with the States, on account of the 
Inheritance of King W illiam's Eſtates, would 
not be over haſty in ſending his Troops to the 
Rendezvous; and that the Danes, who were 
at Nimeguen, had refuſed to march, by reaſon 
of the Arrears due to them. 

Upon this Advice, Marſhal Villeroy wrote 
to invite him to ſhire the Victory, which he 
flattered himſelf he was upon the point of g in- 
ing. The States getting Intelligence of the 
Contents of this Letter, wrote to the Danes 
to join the Army with all poſlible Exp. dition, 
and they would give them innacdiate ſatisfac- 
tion. They read:ly obeyed, and their Gene- 
rals being adviſed of the deſign of the French, 
haſtened the march of the Virtemberg I roops 
and, after taking proper Meaſures, it was re- 
ſolved 
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. ſolved rather to attack than wait the Enemy. 
The French, who were advanced as far as Ra. 
melies, ſeeing us, contrary to their Expectations, 
on our march, were terribly embarraſſed, and 
imagined they had received falſe Intelligence. 
However, there was no avoiding a Battle. We 
began on the 23d about two in the Afternoon, 
The Left of our Army, which attacked the 
right Wing of the Enemy, met with a ſtout 
reſiſtance before they could break them; which, 
however, they at length did, and put them to 
flight, while we were not leſs ſucceſsful in the 
right Wing, 

In a Word, the Enemy was every where 
intirely routed, and never Victory was more 
compleat. The ſhattered Remains of their 
Army fled, in the greateſt Confuſion, ſome to 
Louvain, others to Wavere, and the reſt to 
Judoigne. We took a great Number of Pri- 
ſoners in the purſuit, many Colours and Stan- 
dards, Artillery and Ammunition, Jin Pontons 
and Baggage. I cſcaped unhurt, though in 
the hotteſt of the Battle, till the French were 
entirely defeated ; when, an unlucky Shell 
from a Steeple, on which before the- Battle, 
they had planted fome Mortars and Cannon, 
which played all the time of the Engagement, 
ſtruck the back Part of my Head, and fractured 
my Skull, I was carried to Meldre, or Mel- 
fret, a ſmall Town in the Quarter of Lovaan,

The Fel- 
low proteſted, as it was Truth, That he never 
knew I was a Woman, or ever ſuſpected it; It 
is well known, continued he, that ſhe had a 
Child lain to her, and took care of it, My 
Lord then calling in my Huſband, defired him 
to tell the Meaning of my Diſguiſe, He gave 
him a full and ſatis factory Account of our firſt 
Acquaintance, Marriage, and Situation, with 
the manner of his having entered into the Ser- 
vice, and my Reſolution to go in ſearch of him; 
adding, the Particulars of our meeting, and my 
obſtinate Refuſal of bedding with him. My 
Lord ſeemed very well entertained with my 
Hiſtory, and ordered, That I ſhould want for 
nothing, and that my Pay ſhould be continued 
while under Cure, 

When his Lordſhip heard that I was well 
enough recovered to go abroad, he generouſiy 
{ent me a Parcel of Shirts and Sheets to make 
me Shifts. Brigadier Preſton made me a Pre- 
fent of a handſome Silk Gown ; every one of 
our Officers contributed to the furniſhing me 
with what was requiſite for the Dreſs of my 
Sex, and diſmiſſed me the Service with a hand- 
ſome Compliment. I being thus equipped, 
walted on my Lord, the Brigadier, and other 
my Benefactors, to return them Thanks for 
the Obligations they had lain me under. 

My Lord ſaid, He hoped I would not con- 
tinue my Cruelty to my Huſband, now that 1 
could no longer paſs under a Diſguiſe, I an-

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ſwered, My Lord, I muſt own, I have a ſtrong 
Inclination to the Army, and I apprehended 
the Conſequence of converſing with my Huſband 
might be my Diſiniſſion; for a great Belly could 
not bave been concealed, The Diſcovery of my 
Sex has now removed the Cauſe, and I bave 
no Objettion to living with my Huſband, as it 
is the Duty of an honeſt Wife. Well, ſaid my 
Lord, 1 am ſatisfied with your Reaſon, and 
we wil bave a new Marriage. 

| Accordingly all our Otficers were invited, 
and we were, with great Solemnity, wedded 
and bedded ; the Sack Poſſet eaten, and the 
Stocking thrown. After this Ceremony, every 
one, at taking Leave, would kiſs the Bride, 
and leſt me a Piece of Gold, ſome Four or 
Five, to put me in a Way of Life. 

I conceived the firſt Night. having never 
known Man, except my Huſband, but the 
Time I was ſarprized, as I have before related. 
An idle Life was what I could never away 
with, beſide I was under a Neceſſity, having 
now no Pay, to do ſomething for a Support; 
wherefore I undertook to cook for our Regi- 
ment, returning to my Huſband's Quarters e- 
very Night. I did not long carry on this Bu- 
ſineſs, as the cloſe Attendance it required pre- 
vented my maroding, which was vaſtly more 
beneficial, After I had given over my cooking, 
I turned Sutler, and, by the Indulgence of the 
Officers, was permitted to pitch my Tent in the 

5 Pront, 
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Front, while others were driven to the Rear of 
the Army. 8 

The Rapidity of the Conqueſts, which at- 
tended the Victory of Ramelies, is fo reniarka- 
ble, that it would be unpardonable in me to 
paſs it over in Silence, to continue my particu- 
lar Hiſtory. 

Our victorious Army having reſted the 
Night which followed the Battle, briſkly pur- 
ſued the Enemy the next Morning, drew near 
to Judoigne, and croſſed the Dyle on the 25th, 
near Lovain. This large City, being aban- 
doned, ſubmitted ; we took Poſſeſſion of all 
the great Stores of all Sorts of Proviſions, which 
I have already ſaid the Enemy had there lain 
up, and placed a Garriſon in it. 

From hence our Army marched on to Bruſ- 


fels;, from which Town the Elector of Bavaria, 


and his Court, had retired after the laſt Battle, 
in which he ſhared no Lawrels with the Mar- 
ſhal, as he had hoped : Wherefore, the Town 
being ſummoned by a Letter from the Duke of 
Marlborough, and the Deputies of the States, 
opened the Gates, and ſubwitted to King Charles. 
Marlines, or Mecklin followed this Example, 
as did Lire, ſituated on the Net he, and ſtrong- 
ly fortified. Bi: 

The Ele&or of Bavaria, who had no ſettled 
Place fince his Marſhal and the Marſhal's De- 
feat, ſeemed determined to ſtand the Allies be- 
hind the Scheld, near Ghent, with the Troops 
he had ſaved; but they did not give him time 
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to entrenct himſelf: For they decamped from 
Grimberges on the 3oth, paſſed by Aloft, and 
being advanced as far as Meerbeek, they heard 
that the Enemy had abandoned the Lines in 
Flanders, and retired behind their old Lines; 
near Merien and Courtray. While the Army 
was on their March. I joined it, being entirely 
recovered. On this Advice, Ghent was ſum- 
moned, which ſurrendered to Major General 
Cadogan. on Condition, that their Privileges 
ſhould be preſerved. General Fagel poſſeſſed 
himſelf of Bruges, on the ſame Terms; and, 
without ſtriking a Stroak, made himſelf Ma- 
| iter of Damme, a pull, but a very ſtrong, 
Town, and of the Laſtle of Rodenbuis. of 
Red Houſe. After the Enemy had abandoned 
„al their Limes in the Country of Waas, the 
Garriſon of Antwerp making a Shew of De- 
fence, i General Cadogan marched thither with 
Twelve Hundred Men, and ſummoned the 
Place. After many Parleys, it was, at laſt, 
agreed that the Garriſon ſhould march out on 
= Ah of June, with Arms and Baggage, 
Drums beating, Colours flying, Four Mortars, 
and as many Cannon, The next Day the 
Fench alſo evacuated Fort Pearl, Fort Mary 
and Fort Philip, ſituated on the Scheld, and 
leg Naear to Jnrwerp. Even Oudenarde, a ſtrong 
Je- ortified Town on the {ame River, between Four 
be. and Five Leagues diſtant from Ghent, being 
ops ſummond on the 1ſt of June, ſurrendered on 
ime (Compoſition, the next Day, the Marquis de 
0 Ns. VIII. E Bournonville, 
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Bournonville, ſeeing Four Pieces of Cannon 
mounted on a Battery. Thus the winning of 
one ſingle Battle reduced, in a few Days, all 
Brabant, and a great Part of Flanders, to the 
Obedience of King Charles. 

That the Fruit of ſuch a ſucceſsful Opening 
of a Campaign might not be loſt, the Duke of 
Marlborough went to the Hague, to conſult 
the States General on the Plan of military Ex- 
peditions, and returned to the Camp on the 
13th. of June; when he immediately inveſted 
O/tendby Land, while Admiral Fairborn block- 
ed it up by Sea with Nine Men of War and 
Four Bomb Ketches. We could not entirely 
encloſe the Town, without taking Foot de 
Plaſendaal, raiſed on the- Canal of Bruges : 
General Fagel attacked this with ſuch Reſolu- 
tion, that the Garriſon, conſiſting of Two 
Hundred and Fifty Men, was made Priſoners 
of War. The Fire upon the Jown, both 
from the Land and Sea, was ſo terrible, that 
it capitulated on the 6th of Fuly ; ſhe had, 
under the Government of the Arch-Duke Al. 
bert, held out a Three Years Siege, and now 
hardly ſo many Days. The Garriſon was 
ſuffered to march out with thew Swords, and 
them only on Condition, that they ſhould not, 
of (ix Months, bear Arms againſt King Charles, 


or his Allies. | 
After the Reduction of Oftend, our Army 
encamped with the Right of Wellem, the left 
at Harlebeck. Hither the Town of 2 
| wy | | ent 
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ſent Deputies to the Generals to make its Sub- 
miſſion, the French having abandoned it after 


having exacted large Contributions. Brigadier 
Mereditb went to blockade, and try if he 


could reduce it by Famine, while the grand 
Army undertook the Siege of Menin with two 
Hundred Pieces of Cannon, great and ſmall, 


brought from Maſtricht and Holland. Gene- 


ral Saliſch, who had the Direction of this im- 
ortant Siege, inveſted the Place the 22d of 
5 which, tho' called the Key of France, 
held out but Eighteen Days after our Trenches 
were opened, and ſurrendered upon Terms, 


in a Month after it was inveſted. We loſt a 


great many Men in this Siege; I was my 
ſelf expoſed to no Dange, but when my Huſ- 


band was, whom I alway allowed, and whom 


I would never abandon, wherever he went. 


While the Army ſtaid here to fill up the Works, 


and repair the Breaches, General Churcbil was 


detached with Six Battallions and the ſame 
Number of Squadrons, to reduce Dendermonde, 
which made a more obſtinate Reſiſtance than 


was expected. The General acquitted himſelf 
ſo well of his Commiſhon, that this Town, 
which was almoſt inacceſſible, ſurrendered on 


the 5th of September. 


The Siege of Aub was next undertaken, by 
Field- Marſhal Ouwerkerke, or Auverquerk, with 
Forty Battalions and Thirty Squadrons. Ge- 
neral Ingelaſty broke Ground on the 20th at 
Night, with the Loſs of one Man only; >a 
1 the 
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the Officers and Soldiers for their Diligence, ti 


Who, ignorant of our being on the Side we 
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the Enemy imagining we ſhould open our 
Trenches on the Side where the Lord Auvyer- 
guerk was, had drawn their Strength to that 
Quarter, to prevent, or impede, his Works. 
Our Men covered themſelves, before they diſ- 
covered their Miſtake. 

When my Huſband marched with General 
Ingoldſby to the Side where they were to break 


' -Ground, he left me boiling the Pot, with 
which J deſigned to regale him and the Officers 


of his Regiment. When my Meat was ready, 
I covered it with Cloths fo cloſe that no Steam 
could get out, and, venturing through a Vil- 
lage belonging to the Enemy, in which I ran 
the Hazard of being killed or ſtripped, by a 


Circuit of Five Miles, I got fafe, with my 


Provifions on my Head, to the Trench. It 
was a fatiguing Journey, the Way being dit- 
ficult to find, and the Night being very dark: 
But what Danger will deter a Woman who 
truely loves her Huſband ; having found mine, 
I fet my Broth and Meat before him; he invi- 
ted his Colonel, and other Officers, who were 
not a ſittle ſurprized at the Riſque I had run, 
and that I could bring it fo hot ſuch a Length

My Huſband, and ſome of his 


Comrades, ran to take me up, and ſeeing me 
bloody, imagined I was ſhot through the Head; 


but I convinced them to the contrary, by 
{pitting the Ball and Tooth into my Hand. 
General Ingoldſby ſent for his Surgeon, who

Lord Auverquerk, who had ſeen what had 


paſſed, made me a Preſent of Five, Piſtoles, 


and told me, He was ſorry that the Pains I 
bad. taken, in providing Refreſhment for my 


Huſband and his Officers, had been attended 


with ſuch a Misfortune, I ſtaid in the Trench 
till the next Night, when our Regiment, for 
ſo I call that of my Huſband, believed by an- 
other, marched off. In a few Days the Breaches 
were fo wide, that the Beſieged beat. the Cha- 


ber,

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ber, but all Terms were refuſed them, and the 
Garriſon, conſiſting of Two Thouſand One 
Hundred Men, on the 2d of Ocfober, were ob- 
liged to ſurrender Priſoners of War ; the Of- 
ficers, however, were allowed their Swords 
and Baggage. The Reduction of this Town 
put an End to the Campaign of 1706, in the 
ow Countries, We joined the grand Army, 
Which, under the Duke of Marlborough, co- 
vered the Siege, and, in a Fortnight after, 
moved to St. Quintin Lennick, in order to ſe- 
parate and march into Winter Quarters. Our 
Regiment was quartered in Ghent, where I was 
delivered of a Child before my Time, which 
lived about Half a Year. Rather than live 
upon the Spend, and idle Life, I hired myſelf 
to Mr. Dupper, who, fince, kept a Tavern on 
FiſheStreet Hill, and was then head Sutler, to 
be under the Cook. While 1 was in this Ser- 
vice, the Cook had one Day Orders to dreſs 
ſomething for Mr. Stone the Surgeon, which 
was ready for the Table, when Lieutenant St, 
Leger, of General Evans's Regiment of. Foot, 
came into the Kitchen, and would have it for 
himſelf; the Cook would not yield to it, and 
the Lieutenant knocked him down: I was 
then in my back Kitchen waſhing my Diſhes, 
and ſeeing the Brutality of the Action, it rail- 
ed my Spirits, I ran to the Lieutenant, collared 
him, threw up his Heels, and, in the Fall, he 
broke his Leg. Mr. Dupper, Mr. Stone, and 
ſeveral others ran in to know the Grounds 10 
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this Scuffle, which, upon hearing, every one 
allowed me to have been in the Right. 
Mr. Stone refuſed to ſet his Leg, which 
was done by a French Surgeon, but after 
ſuch a bungling Manner, that it was an 
Eye-Sore to his dying Day; no ſmall Morti- 
fication to him, who was a tall, ſtrong, well- 
made, black Man, had a very handſome Face, 
and a genteel, eaſy Shape; all which, he 
needed no-body to tell him, for he had no {mall 
Opinion of himſelf, He was deſcended from 
Sir Antony St. Leger, who pofleſſed an Eſtate, 
as I have heard, of IO, ooo l. a Year in Aent, 
which he very much impaired in the Service 
of King Charles I. whoſe Cauſe he ſtrenuouſly 
aſſerted againſt his rebellious Subjects. This 
Lieutenant was not a little proud of his Fami- 
ly, tho' J have heard among the Officers, what 
Ground they had for it I can't ſay, that his 
Father was but a merry-begotten Son of Sir 
Anthony's; but this, others have contracted, 
and given for Reaſon, that King Charles II. 
put our Lieutenant's Father and Brother into 
the Charter-Houſe. The Gentleman I am 
ſpeaking of, was haughty, moroſe, and vain : 
[ believe he did not want Courage, notwith- 
ſtanding he was very much of the Bully, a 
Gameſter, a known Setter, and a Sharper at 
Play. His Misfortune became a ſtanding Jeſt ; 
for, whenever he was quarrelſome in Company, 
he was menaced with me. Some Tears after, 
I met him in the Tilt.

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where a Gentleman afked him, 1F he knew-me ; 
he anſwered, He had ſeen my Face ſome where. 
Why, ſaid the other, have h forgot Kit 
Welch, who broke your Leg? He then looked 
more earneſtly at me, but ſaid no more, Than 
Du her, fhe is ſtrangely altered, ſbe is grown 
fat. Ii true, ſaid I, in my Perſon I am al. 
zered, but not in n Temper; for, ſhould I ſee 
ou knock down, as you did, a Man of much 
inferior Strenght, as was our Cook, I might, 
perhaps, give you another broken Leg: He re- 
turned me ſome Curſes, which he could do as 
well as any Officer in the Army; for he ſwore 
a round Hand, and left the Coffee-Houſe. 
During my Stay in Ghent, the Dutch Wo- 
man with whom I found my Huſband at Breda, 
1 whom he had promiſed never more to ſee; the 
1 Condition on which I forgave his Lubricity, 
wall had the Confidence to take a Lodging oppoſite 
to ours, and one Day, juſt when I had pre- 
pared Dinner, inveigled him to an Alehouſe.

During the Winter 15c5, the King of France 
had made ſuch Preparations for the Reduction 
of tlie Capital of Savoy, as were amazing, and 
gave every one ground. to believe his Succeſs 
1nfallible. The Duke, on the other hand, not- 
withſtanding the French had poſſeſſed them- 
ſelves of ſo many of his Towns, did not loſe 
Courage, but did every thing that a brave and 
prudent Prince ought, for the Defence of his 
Country; employing the Subſidies, he drew 
from England and Holland, in well ſtoring his 
Metropolis with Proviſion and Ammunition, in 
repairing the old, and adding new, Fortifica- 
tions. The Town being inveſted about :the 
middle of May, was afſ-ulted and defended 
with equal and ſurprizing Bravery, tho' with 
different Succeſs on either Side. While at 
Turin they were furiouſly intent upon the tak- 
ing and retaking the Outworks. Prince Eugene 
began his march for Italy with the Imperial 
Army, greatly reinforced by the auxiliary 
Troops of England and Holland. All that the 
Duke of Yendome could do to impede his march, 
proved fruitleſs; he broke through all the Ob- 
ſtacles the French threw in his Way, and ſub- 
ſiſted his Army in the midſt of an :Enemys 
Country, which he was obliged to croſs; pal 
ſed ſeveral large Rivers, and, in thirty- fon 
„ n march 
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marches, joined the Duke of Savoy on the 1ſt 
of September, within four Leagues of Turin, 
The Extremity to which this City was redu- 
ced, haſtening their Preparations, the. Army 
croſſed the Doria on the 6th, with Deſign to 
attack the Enemy the next Morning, as they 
did, marching up to the Trench, reſerving 
their own, and receiving their Fire, at the very 
Foot of their Entrenchments, where they fell 
upon them with ſuch Fury, and ſo cloſe and 
terrible a Fire, that nothing could withſtand 
them, 

The French, driven from Trench to Trench, 
and purſued with a cruel Slau hter, abandoned 
all their Artillery and Ammunition, and ſought 
their Safety in their Flight. This glorious 


Victory not only delivered the Capital, but 


retrieved what the Duke had loſt, and was fol- 
lowed by the Submiſſion of the Milaneze to 
King Charles III. 


The End of the Firſt Part, 
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E are now come to the Year 
1707, in which Marſhal Villars, 
forced the Lines of Stolboſſen, 
B on the Upper-Rhine, got a con- 
(L. dcderable Booty, took two hun- 
dred Pieces o Cannon, opened 
themſelves a Paſſage into Germany, and exacted 
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Contribution on all hands. The Conſternation 
this cauſed, made the Court of Vienna ſtrenu- 
ouſly ſolicit che States General and the Electors, 
to ſend immediate Succours for the Defence of 
the Empire, and offer the Command of the 
Imperial Army as Generaliſhmo ; to the Elec- 
tor of Hanover, the late King George, who 
accepted it, at the Solicitation of Queen Anne 
and the States General; but nothing more was 
done on the Upper-Rhine this Campaign, than 
obſerving the Motions of one another. 

The Duke of Murlborough arrived at the 
Hague on the 12th of May, and from thence 
without loſs of Time, he ſet out for the Army 
encamped at Lembeek The Attention of all 
being turned on the Siege of Toulon, where 
the Allies miſcarried, nothing of Importance 
was done this Campaign in the Low Countries; 
wherefore, as the Battle of Almanga was 
tought this Year, my Reader will forgive me 
if I turn his Eyes upon Spain, where the Al- 
lies having raiſed the Siege of Barcelona, pe- 
netrated as far as Madrid, which King Phils 
abandoned and went to Head the Succours ſent” 
him by France, as he declared in his Mani-- 
teſto ; which Succours were ſo conſiderable; 

that being joined with the Troops that had been 
compelled to raiſe the Siege of Barcelona, and 
had marched through Navarre into Caffile ; 
his Army was ſtronger than that of the Allies 
dy twenty-five Squadrons and thirteen Batral> 
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Hons, beſides the Inhabitants of the Country; 


who had taken up Arms in his Cauſe. N 
. . Wherefore the Allies ſeeing that King 


| Charles continued till in Arragon, thought 


proper to quit this Capital in their urn. King 
Charles at length joined the Army on the 8th 
of Auguſt, with two Regiments of Horſe and 
three Battalions, but it was too late, they had 
let lip the Opportunity, and the beſt they 
could now do, was to march to the Frontiers 
of Valencia and Murcia, and ſo te diſtribute 
the Winter Quarters as to be able to cover 
thoſe two Kingdoms, with Arragon and Cata- 
lonia.

The Canon being arrived, they placed it on

On 
the 12th the Breach was large enough to at- 
tack the covered Way, where the Beſiegers 
made a Lodgmem, after an obſtinate and 
bloody Diſpute of two full Hours, This ob- 
liged the Gatriſon to retire to the Caſtle, before, 
which, the Trenches were opened on the 16th 
at Night, tho' it was oppoſed by ſome General 
Officers who opened for a Blockade, becauſe 
the Seaſon was far advanced, and that the Ear!

vered, the Engliſh and States General ſoon got 
ready a Fleet of forty Men of War under the

Courſe, In the mean while ſome Engliſh 
Troops drawn out of the Garriſons of Flan— 
ders, were ſent to England by the Way of

almoſt as far as Marquette to be at Hand to 
ſuſtain us. ; J 

We were joined by a ſecond Detachment of 
12 Battillions and 28 Squadrofis, and met the 
Convoy at Hoogleden, where. we had Advice 
that: Monſieur la Motte was marching with a 


Body of 23000 Men and better, to attack it 
"near Wynenda', upon which News our Men 


were immediately formed into two Lines, at 
the Iſſue of the Defile near the Caſtle of Ve: 
nendal, and our Generals poſted on each Side, 
a Regiment on the Coppice with Orders to lie 
ſnugg, and not to fire till they were ſure of 
taking: the Enemy in Flank. Hardly was this 
D.(poſition made before the Enemy appeared 
in Gght. - They formed the. Infantry into four 
Lines, and the Horſe in as many, and entered 
the Defile to attack the Eſcorte; But "they 

Were 
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were no ſooner within our Ambuſh but they 
were ſaluted with a general Diſcharge on either 
hand. which put their Right and Left into a 
thorough Diſorder; they however formed a- 
gain very ſoon, and even made two Battallions 
give way a little, but Alhemarle's Regiment com- 
ing up to oppoſe their Paſſage directly in their 
Front, kept them in Play, and gave time to maxæe 
{ome freſh Froops advance. „ 
Seeing theinſelves attacked in Front, and.open 
on the Flanks to an inceſſant Fire, the two 
Wings were forced in diſorder up their Centre, 
and all of them returning the Way they had 


come. haſtened out of the Defile, where they 
left four thouſand of their Dead, and. ſome 


Pieces of Cannon. The French General not 


being able to lead on his third Attack, was ob- 


liged to retreat and ſuffer the Convoy to paſs. 
We had not above fix or ſeven thouſand Men, 
ſo that they were above three to one. The 
Conduct of General Webb greatly contributed 


to this Victory, which however, he paid dear 


for by the Wounds he received. I got a fine 
Bay Horſe with ſilver capped Piſtols and laced 
Houſzings and Piſtol Bags. I ſold my Horſe 
to Colonel Hamilton for nine Piſtoles; my 


Piſtols to Captain Brown for five Crowns, and 


the Lace of my Furniture, excepting what I 


reſerved to lace the Knees of my Huſband's 


Breeches, to a Jew at five Livres an Ounce: © 
The ſafe arrival of this Convoy,” was a 
Subject of great Joy ta the Allies, who. muſt 
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have raiſed the Siege had it miſcarried. As 
they began to want Powder m the Fown, not- 


withſtanding the Care that was taken to ſtore 


it with all neceſſaries in abundance, the French 
endeavoured to ſupply them, with a good num- 
ber of Bags which their Horfe carried behind 
them. This Enterprize was undertaken the 
very Night after the Battle of Wenendal.. 

A Detachment was made of three ſmall Bo- 
dies of Horſe, with green Boughs in their 
Hats, which was the Diſtinction of our Troops; 
the firſt Party facceeded in this Stratagem; and 
calling themſelves Germans, had the good For- 
tune to get into the Town; the ſecond being 
diſcovered were all blown up by our Fire 


taking their Powder, or made Priſoners, and 


the third returned back the Way they were 
coming. = 3 

The Beſiegers having, though with the Loſs 
of a great many brave Fellows, made their 
Way, on the third of October attacked the halt 
Moon at Noon Day ; they carried the Work, 
but before they could lodge themſelves, the 
Fire from the Town killed two hundred and 
fifty of their Men ; they kept the Poſt not- 
withſtanding. . The Siege was carried on with 


ſuch Reſolution, that on the 22d, the Gover- 


nor found himſelf under a neceſſity of hanging 
cut a white Enſign. The Town, after the 
Capitulations were ſigned; was ſurrendered to 
tho Allies. Seventeen hundred French Horſe 
conducted to Domaꝝ. The reſt of the 1

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which was fix thouſand Men retired into the 
Citadel, which was ſurrounded with a double 
Ditch and a number of Qutworks, | 
During this Siege, which was net more 
bravely attacked than defended, as I was one 
Day a forageing I entered a Chatteau, deſerted 
by the Entmy, and found in it a Baiket of 
Eggs, and another of Cocks and Hens, in the 
Camp Language, Corporals and their Wives, 
which I made free with ; the Eggs I preſented 
to the Duke of Argyle, and the Fowls to ſome 
Officers. The next Day I returned to the 
ſame Place and got Corn, Hay and Straw for 
my Mare. | 


The third Viſit I made with a Reſolution to 
ſearch mare narrowly, far ſomething of greater 
BK Conſequence, but ſome of our Men had been 
7 there, and deceived my Hopes; for I could 
meet with nothing ware valuable than what I 
had before carried off ; therefore I was farced 
to content myfelf with Provender for my Mare. 
In the time I was ſearching, ſome of the French 
Army came in upon me and took bath. myſelf, 
my Mare and my Farage. The Soldiers were 
quarrelling about the Right to my Cloathy, 
when their Officer came in whom by gaod For-

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I vawſh not after knowing you before, but give 
my humble Service to my Cuſhing and Naam- 
ſhake, but hearkye now Foy, are you Richard 
or John?

Well nom Cuſhin, replied he, what 
will J do Fr you; but indeed Hony nobody ſhall 
meddle wid your Tings Foy, but go inte Name 
of Cott. I made the beſt of my Way to the 
Duke of Argyle's Quarters, where I found his 
Grace and the Lord Mark Kerr playing at 
Cheſs. | OE ry 
I afked them with ſome warmth, in a Lan- 
guage which only became a Soldier, and a 
Freedom allowed my Sex, what they meant by 
having no better Intelligence and idling their 
Time at Cheſs, while the French were on the 
point of Cannonading us : I had in returning 
from my Chateau obſerved all the Hedges lined 
and the Cannon ready to play upon us, The 
Lord Mark Kerr ſurprized to ſee his Grace 
pay any Regard to what I had ſaid, told him, 
J was 4 fooliſh drunkenWoman, and not worth 
Notice: To which the Duke replied, he would 
as ſoon take my Advice as that of any Briga- 
dier in the Army. £ | 
He then. aſked me my Reaſons; I told him, 
and had hardly done it, when he found my 
Intelligence true, and that we kad ſcarce time 
to get into the Lines for Safety. Sir Richard 
Temple's and How's Regiment were ordered to 0 
clear the Hedges, and the Duke would have 
gone with them, and probably never _— in 
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had I not prevented him by keeping back his 
Horſe; for both theſe Regiments were cut tg 
Pieces before our Horfe and Train of Artil- 
lery came up, which ſoon drove them to thg 
main Body of their Army; | 

The Enemy cannonaded the Duke of Ars 
gyle Quartets ſo ſoon, that there was no making 
a Bed for him there; and he was obliged to 
take up with one of Straw of my making, and 
Colonel Campbell for a Chum. They had no 
Candles, but I had two of Wax taken out of a 
Prieſt's Houſe, and hung up one over their 


heads in-a Paper Lanthorn. Here they flept 


* comfortably, an I took the Opportunity 
to ſteal the Duke's Wine for the poor Fellows 
upon the Guard who 1 thought wanted it to 
comfort them : I had left but two Bottles; 
which occaſioned the Duke's Butler making a 
great Uproar. In the Morning his Grace gave 
me a Piſtole for my early Intelligence, and at 
Night I ſpent it on two of his Servants, at # 
Houſe of civil Converſation, - whete one of 
them was feceived with ſo warm an Affection, 
that he muſt be ungrateful if he ever forgets 
it, for the Favour ſhe beſtowed on him, was, of 
a laſtirig Sort. I do not care to mention his 
Name, but he was Coachman to the Duke of 
Rox borough within this Century.

The 5th Day after the Reduction of Liſle,

The French were Maſters of the Scheld 
and the Canal of Bruges, and had not only 
broken down the Banks near that Town, but 
had cut ſeveral Dykes to drown the Country, 
from the Scheld, and were ſtrongly entrenched 


on that River to prevent the Faſſage of the 
Allies, and to favour the Siege of Bruſſels, 
which the Duke of Bavaria undertook the 23d 


of November, with a Body of about ſixteen or 


ſeventeen thouſand Men drawn from the Gar- 
riſon Jowus on rhe Scheld and the Maeſe. 


The Garriſon conſiſted of five thouſand Men, 


Defence, and by a Letter acquainted the Duke 
of Marlborough with the Danger he was in. 


dred Squadrons, and fifty Battalions, and 
Prince Eugene with nineteen Battallions ani 
fifty Squadrons marched to the Scheld to foro 
a Paſſage in ſpight of. -m ey 8 Entrench 
ments. 5

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- This- march was ſo ſecret that the French 
had not notice of the Allies directing towards 
the Scheld, though they had received Advice 


of their croſſing the Lys. The Count de 
L Lottum, on the 17th about four in the Morn- 
, ing, arrived with the Van-Guard near to Har- 
1 ledeek River, and inſtantly laid two Bridges, 
of led over his Troops and drew up in order of 

Battle. The Duke of Marlborough, who had 
1d found means to paſs the River at Kirkhoven, 
ly Wl attacked the Enemy fo briſkly at Berchem, that 
ut two hundred were ſlain, fix hundred made Pri- 


ſoner, and the reſt with Monſieur Souternon, 
their Commander, put to flight. The other 
French Troops, poſted near Qudenarde, under 
the Command of Monſieur Hautefort, ſoon fol- 
lowed the Example of their Companions. 
Thus were rendered fruitleſs theſe Entrench- 
ments, which had coſt the French ſo much 
Care and Fatigue, and the Allies, beſide a great 
Quantity of Stores, Proviſions and Baggage, 
with two Standards and a Pair of Kettle-Drums, 
which fell into their hands, had a free Paſſage 
to march to the Relief of Bruſſels, to which I 
muſt now return, wy 

The Trenches. were opened before it on the 
'N.13th, on the 15th the Duke of Bavaria began 
to batter the Town with great Fury, between 
the Gates of Namur and Louvain. At Ten 
o Clock at Night five or fix thouſand Men at- 
tacked the covered Way. The Regiment of 
= Dodignies, and the Huſſars, who defended it, 
retolutely 
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teſolutely ſtood the Aſſault, which was repeat- 
ed no leſs than nine Times, and the Fight ha- 
ving laſted until fix in the Morning, they left 
the covered Way, and in their Turn, falling 
in with the Beſiegers, retook all the Poſts they 
had loſt, and made a prodigious Slaughter. of 
the Enemy, whom they drove almoſt to their 
Trenches. W 


It was reported as a certainty, that the Be. 
fiegers loſt in this Action two thouſand five 
hundred Men, and the beſieged eight hundred. 
The next Day the Elector did nothing farther 
than batter the Town; but all the Spies agreed 
in their Account of his being reſolved to give 
a general Aſſault the Night following, and to 
canonade the Town with red Balls, to make an 
Inſurrection of the Burghers. Neceſſary Iif- 
poſitions were immediately made to repel the 
Enemy, and to prevent the threatened Confla- 
gration. . 5 

About Eleven at Night, when every one 
expected the Signal for the Aſſault, News was 
brought that the whole Camp of the Enemy 
was in Motion, and ſoon after that, they hav- 
ing had Advice of the paſſing the Scheld by 
the Allies, decamped with ſuch Precipitation I P 
that they left behind them their wounded, to 4 
the Number of eight hundred Men, ſixteen ſ tc 
Pieces of Cannon, four Mortars, and a great I th 
deal of Baggage, to retreat to Namur.

The Duke of Marlborough, after the Siege 
of Bruſſels was raifed encamped at Aloft, While 
we. were here I obſerved an Officer, who by 
his lac'd Cloaths, I conjectur'd to be one of 
the Guards ſtrowling Backwards and For- 
wards in the Intervals of the Camp; I fan- 
cied he had a mind to {teal one of our Horſes, 
and for that Reafon watch'd him narrowly ; 
at length I ſaw him lead off a Mare, belong- 
1ng to a poor Woman, into a Diteh, and with 
her commit, by means of the Bank, the molt 
deteſtable Sin, that can enter into the Thoughts 
of Man. Col. Irwin and another Officer, both 
of Ingoldesby's Regiment, happening at that 
Inſtant to paſs by, caught him in the Fact, 
ſeiz d and gave him into the Cuſtody of the 
Provoſt, where he remained till the Duke, 
who had left the Army return'd, when he 
was try'd, condemn'd to the Gallows, and exe- 
.cuted accordingly. As ſome of my Readers 
may not know the Provoſt's Office, it will 
not be amiſs to tell them that he attends the 
Camp, and all Offenders are put under his 
Care, for which Reaſon he commands a ſtrong 
Guard which goes every where with him, and 
the Camp Colour-men, who always precede 


the Army, eſcorted by the forlorn Hope, bub 
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the ſtrongeſt Houſe they can meet with for 

his Quarters, that he may ſecure his Priſoners. 
When we march, the leſs Criminals are Hand- 
cuffed in the middle of a Guard; but notorious 
ones are chain'd Hand and Foot, and put into 
the Bread-waggons. Ihe Mare which this 
Officer was enamour'd with was ſhot ; but the 
Duke firſt paid the poor Womin who own'd 
her the full Value. | 


f Notwithſtanding our Army was extremely 
- fatigued with the Number of Motions ; that 
| the Fruits of our Campagne were ſufficient to 
” cover our Generals with Glory; that Winter 


2 I was already begun, and the Froſts very ſharp, 
" we who imagined it would be carried no far- 
ther, found ourſelves deceived ; for the Duke 
could not think of leaving Ghent and Bruges 
in the Poſſeſſion of the French. To form the 
Siege of the former, the Grand Army, under 
the Command of the Duke of Marlborough, 
decamped from Bellem on the laſt of Novem- 
ber, and marched in two Columns to Marle. 
beck and Mallee : ; ſituated on the lower Scheld 
on the other Hand Prince Eugene, having five 
Days after pailed this River, encamped at 
Ename, and the Town was the next Day in 

veſted by Count De Lottum, the 2 Bra 
Prince of Hefje-Caſjel, and Count De Tilly. 
The Duke of Marborough took up his Quar- 
ters at Marlebeck, that he might be nearer to 
the three Attacks, one of which was on the 
Sade of the Citadel, another between the Im- 
perial 
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perial Gate, and that of Bruſſels ;, and the 
third between the Gates of St. Peter and Conv. 
tray. While every Thing was preparing fot 
opening the- Trenches, which was done on 
the thirteenth and fourteenth a Detachment 
was ſent to attack the Red-houſe on the Ca- 
nal of Sas van Ghent, where, as it is a Place 
of Importance, the French had left an hundred 
Men. Theſe Forces immediately raiſed their 
Batteries, and made fo furious a Fire on the 
15th, that the Garriſon having in «vain offer- 
ed to ſurrender, on Condition they might get 
off, were compell'd to yield themſelves Pri- 
foners of War, In the mean while the Allies 
puſhed: on their Works before Ghent, had al- 
ready got as far as the Glacis of the Coun- 
terſcarp, and on the eighteenth, had a Num- 
ber of Batteries of Bombs, and great Guns rea- 
dy, ſufficient to reduce the Town to a Heap 
of Rubbiſh; but the Garriſon not thinking it 
proper to expoſe the Town. to fuch Ruine, 
ſent the Prince of Iſeng bien, and two other 
Captains to the Duke of Marlborough, who 
allowed them to go out with all the Marks of 
Honour. Till the Capitulation was not rea- 
dy to- ſigu, Hoſtages were exchanged and two 
Gates of the Town delivered to us. 

As the Garriſon had flattered themfelves with 
being ſuccouted, it was ſtipulated in the Ca- 
pitulation, thit it ſhould be void, if in a li- 
mited Time the French ſhould draw near with 


— 
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an Army and compel us to raiſe the Siege: 
In effect, when the Court of France had In- 
telligence that Gbent was beſieged, Marſhal 
Boufflers with ſeveral General Officers ſet out 
from Paris for Doway: but having Advice by 
the Way, that the Town had capitulated, he 
turn'd bac. : * 
My Husband in tlie Siege was one of the 
forlorn Hope, a Body of Men under the Com- 
mand of a Lieutenant, ordered to lay the 
Ropes and to dire& the cutting of the Trenches 3 
we ſeldom expect to ſee any of theſe return a- 
gain: But here the Danger was greater than 
cuſtomary, as the Night was clear, and they 
were ſoon deſcry'd by the Centinels ; but re- 
markably expeditious were our Men, that they 
were all covered before the Enemy had got 
their Forces together to oppoſe them. Asl 
always  accompany'd my Husband however 
dangerous it was; I, as uſual, followed him 
this Time, but Colonel Hamilton ſtoppin me; 
and ſaying Dear Kit don't be ſo forward, | 
loſt Sight of him and was ſometime Iooking 
about befote I could find him; for the Rop 
being lain, he with his Compatiions werg te- 
tir'd into a Turnip Field, and lay flat ontherr 
Bellies expecting the Trench, which the Work- 
men were throwing up to cover them. Ma- 
jor Irwin told me where he was, and both 
the Major and Lieutenant Stretton, begg'l 
hard of me for fome Beer; but as I had buỹt 
three Flasks, and 8 Husband * 
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if he recovered to reward me handſomely; but 
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want, I had no Pity for any one elſe : As the 


Night was very cold, and the Ground wet, I. 
had alſo provided myſelf with a Bottle of 
Brandy and another ot Gin, for my dear Rich- 


ard's Refreſiment. When I left theſe Officers, 
I met a Lieutenant known by the Nick Name 
of 4 — and Pockets, a {ſpent Muſquet. 
Ball had grazed on, and ſcratched his Fore- 
Head, which his Fright magnify'd to a Can- 
non Ball. He defired I would fhew him to a 
Surgeon ; but his Panick was fo great, that 
believe had he been exainin'd at both Ends, 
he ſtood more in need to have his Breeches 


Thifted than his Wound dreſſed. In his Fright 


he left his Hat and Wigg, but they being found 


and reſtored him, and he, at length aſſured 


his Wound was no way dangerous, recover'd 
his ſmall ſhare of Spirits, but never recover 'd 
his Reputation; for he was called every one 
Poltrone, and ſoon after broke as a Coward. 
Leaving this Corſwold Lyon, I went to the 
Turnip Field, where I found my Husband in 
the Front Rank to whom my Liquors were 
very comfortable. We ſtaid here till the 
Trench was ready for us. The next Morn- 
ing, as I was ſtanding by Colonel Gaſſedge, 
he received a Shot through the Body; 1 gave 
him ſome Beer and a Dram, and carried him; 
though it was very dangerous to Colenel Folke's 
Quarters, for which Piece of Service the Gen- 
tleman was extremely thankful, and promiſed,

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he died in three Days. On. my leaving him, | 
was ſent for by the Duke of Argyle, to inform 
him what, Men he had Joſt. Ine next Day 2 
Drum of our Regiment went into a very dan- 
gerous Place to eaſe Nature; | caution'd him 
againſt it, as I had obſerved the Enemy point- 
ed at ot near that Place; he did not heed 
my Advice; but when he was buttoning up 
his Breeches, a Cannon Ball took off both 
his, Arms, The Place where he raſhly expoſed 
himſelf, was ſo very dangerous, that nota Man 
wou'd venture to go to his Afſiſtance, Iran 
therefore and carried him off to a Surgeon, 
under whoſe Care he was in a fair way of do- 
ing well, but a Cold he got kill'd hip. 
At aMile's Diſtance from the Town, out of 


Danger, as I thought, of any Shot from thence, 


and near the Camp, I pitch'd my Tent, 
which | ſtored from a Garden belonging to 
a deſerted Brew-houſe, that I had taken Poſ- 
ſeſſion of, I fill'd my Tent with ſo many 
Patatoes, Carrots, Turnips, &c. that I left 
but juſt. room enough to fit down cloſe by 
the Door. One Day a Drake fhot from the 
Enemy came in there, went through my Tent 
into my Garden, where J had turn'd my Mare 
and an Officers Horſe, and kill'd the later; 
I was luckilly then a forageing or I had ,infaþ 
libly been kill'd, as I always fat directly front- 
ing my Tent Door. This obliged me to re- 
move my Tent farther off, that I might be out 
af Danger. While the Siege continued, we

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162 The Life and Adventures of 
had one Day ſo ſeyere and inceſſant Rain, that 
not a Man in the Army had a dry Thread on 
his Back, which was followed by ſo ſevere a 
Froſt in the Night, that a Fire I had made be- 


fore my Tent, ro dry myſelf and Husband, I 


really believe, ſaved the Lives of a. Number 
of our Men. I burnt no leis than forty Fag- 
gots that Night, which Colonel Godfrey gave 
me leave to take from a Stack in his Quarters, 
To of our Centinels were frozen to Death. 
When the two Gates were given up, as [ 
have elr ady faid, I got Leave to go the Day 
following into the Lown, where I made fifty 
Shillings of the, Roots I carried in from the 
Garden, for the Garriſon having ſecured to 
themſelves what was in the Town, and our 
Men deſtroyed what was in the Country, the 
Scareity of them made the Burghers ready 
to give me my Price. The Gariſon went out 
of the Town on the 22d of December, four-

When 
the Garriſon of this Town heard that Ghent, 
which was well fortified, had capitulated, find- 
ing themſelves ſummoned by a Trumpet in the 
Duke of Marlborough's Name, they prepared 
for their Retreat in earneſt, fearing a longer 
Delay might render it impoſſible. Wherefore 
on the 22d of Odlober at Night, they left the 
Town and. withdrew on the "ade of Dixmude 
and Newport. 

At the ſame time the French abandened Fort 
Plaſſendal, the Village of Leffingben, where 
they were entrenched, and all the Poſts they 
had 1n thoſe Quarters. No ſooner had the 
Enemy quitted Bruges, - but the Magiſtrates 
ſent Deputies to the Duke. of Marlborough to 
make their Submiſſion to King Charles. His 
Grace received their Submiſſion, and Garriſon- 
ed the Town with two thouſand Men. Thus 
ended this glorious Campaign, the Army was 
ordered into Winter Quarters; our Regiment 
ſtaid in Ghent, where got a comfortable Liv- 
ing by cooking for, and ſelling Beer to the 
Soldiers. My Horſe coſt me nothing. this 
Winter, having procured a ſufficient Stock of 
Provifion and Straw at my firſt entrance into 
the Town, 

My Huſband having, by my Intereſt, ob 
tained Leave to go out of Town, which no

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Garriſon Soldier can do under Pain of Death, 
without permiſſion; we went out of the Gate 


_ called the Sas, from the adjacent River of that 


Name, to take a View of the Country, and 
met a poor Woman, who wept bitierly ; I aſk-

that ſhe had three ſmall Children at home, and 
no Way of providing for them, but by Running 


Geneva into the Town; that the Exciſe Ofh- 


cers had lately ſeized a Parcel which had al- 
moſt ruined her, and that now being on the

done, made her burſt into a Fit of Crying,

We endeavoured to comfort the poor Crea- 
ture, and told her if ſhe would ſtep into the 
Publick Houſe, which was near us, we would 
do oar beſt to help her in running the Geneva 
into the Town.

I-amuſed them with this deplorable Story 
till I law my-Comerades within the Barrier ; 
but finding they were inexorable and reſolved 
to plunder me, I took my Sciffars which hung 
by my Side, and cutting the Bladder ſaid, 
fince you muſs have it, even take it, and flung 
the Contents in his Face. One of his Com- 
panions was coming up to ſeize me, but | 
lhewed him another Bladder with my — 
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and he retreated, as it is probable he had af

triumphant, with wy Bladder in my Hand. 


I was no ſooner in the Town, but my Hutband

and the Woman met me; ſhe was glad to ſee 
me ſafe, but when ſhe found her Liquors were 
ſo too, the poor Creature. wept for Joy ; and 
on relating my Adventure, her Laughter was as 
exceſſive, and had the ſame Effect. This Suc- 
ceſs animated us to a ſecond Attempt. The 
Exciſemen ſaw me, and cried out, rhere ig the 
Retailer of Soil; I anſwered, They ſhould find 
J dealt by Wholeſale, if ever they offered to 
diſturb me. IT 

In ſhort, we often paſſed with our Cargoes 
none daring to moleſt us, till a hnew Officer 
who did not know me, was fet. on by the 
others; but as I always went with a Charge, 
he repented his temerity, for I gave him fo

His Brethren a- 
buſed me at a diſtance, but did not care to come

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mention this becauſe he was afterwards my 
ſecond Huſband, and often had attempted my 
Virtue, in the Life of my firſt, who for the 
tenderneſs he ſhewed me in this Action be— 
queathed me to him, in cafe of Survivorſhip, 
Indeed he took all Opportunities to gain my 
Affections, and convince me of his own; and 
J muſt acknowledge it was to his aſſiduity and

- People were joined publick Acts of Devotion to

The Secret was ſo cloſely kept all the time 
the Conferences were held at the Hague, that 
no one had any certain Knowledge of what was 
upon the Carpet ; but the Number of extra- 
ordinary Couriers, which were obſerved to paſs 
and repaſs, gave ſome inkling of a Treaty of 
Peace, and hopes of an happy Iſſue; more e- 
ſpecially when they ſaw the Duke of Marl- 
borough who had been gt all the Conferences 
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that Lewis XIV. could never conſent to aſſiſt 
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go for England on the 2d of May, and return 
again on the 15th N,S. accompanied by Lord 
Townſhend, whom the Queen had honoured 
with the Character of Envoy extraordinary to 
treat on a Peace. The French King ſent Meſ- 
ſieurs Torcy and Pajot, to haſten its Conclu- 
—_---- . 

Notwithſtanding the Proteſt made by King 
Philip, that he would never renounce the 
Crown of Spain, but was reſolved, on the con- 
trary, to maintain his Right to it by the 
Sword to the laſt drop of his Blood, the Con- 
ferences were carried on more briſkly than 
ever, and ſometimes protracted. to midnight. 
On the 28th of May, N. S. Articles were pre- 
pared and figned by the Plenipotentiarics of 
the Allies. .

The French being intrenched near Arras, in 
a Camp covered with Woods and Marſhes, 
which rendered it impracticable to approach 
them, the Duke turn'd back upon Tourney, 2 
very ſtrong Town, where Monſieur de Sve 
commanded a Garriſon of four thouſand Men, 
We- inveſted the Place on the 27th of June, 
N. S. and while Preparations were making to 
open the Trenches, the Prince of Orange Stat- 
houlder of Friſe, at the Head of thirty Squa- 
drons and twelve Battallions appeared before 
and made himſelf Maſter of Saint. . 
and at the ſame time another Detachment 
took Fort de la Scurpe Sword in Hand. In 
the Interim, the Line of Circumvallation was

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Citadei, Count Lotrtum and the Baron de Schu- 
lembonrg atrack'd it in two different Places, 
and a Reinforcement of thirty Battallions and 
fix Squadrons were ſent them from the Grand 
Army. Four Days after the opening the 
Trench, Mr. de Ravienan ſent by the 
; I French King arrived in the Camp of the Be- 
_ If figers, and having obtained Leave to ſpeak to 
one of the Officers of the Citadel, the Gover- 
vor ſent the next Day a Project of agreement 
to the Allies, by which he engaged to ſurren- 
der on the 5th of September, if he was not be- 
h fore ſuccour'd: All Hoſtillities were to ceaſe 
during that Interval, between the Beſiegers and 
Beſieged, and a Gate of the Citadel was to 
be given up to the former on the 8th of Auguſt, 
he it the King of France approved the Argument; 
for whoſe Approbation Monſieur de Ravig- 
nan return'd to the Court: but nothing was 
concluded upon, becauſe the King inſiſted on 
extending the Truce to the two Armies; where- 
fore the Fire was again begun, and ſurely ne-- 
ver was ſo much Fire ſeen from beneath the 
Earth. As the Citadel was every where 
mined round, notwithſtanding all the In- 
duſtry and Fatigue of the Allies to diſcover 
them, they played off no leſs than thirty 
eight, at only Count Zottum's Attack, in twenty 
ſix Days time: ſo that we often ſaw hundreds 
of Men at once fly into the Air, and fall down 
again Piece-meal, or burried alive; and if

1 ry often the Miners on either fide met, and 

fought with as much Fury under Ground, ag 
they did in the Trenches. 

However the Place ſo was violently attacked 
that the Governor hung out the white Enſign, 
on the 31ſt of Auguſt, N. S. but as the Be- 
fiegers would allow him no other Terms than 

at his ſurrendering Priſoner of War, he broke 
off the Parley and thr: atned he would blow 
all up before he would ſurrender on ſuchTerms, 
On this the Siege was-once more begun, and 
the Governor given to undc:ftand, that if he 
perſiſted in his Deſign he muſt expect no Quar- 
ter. This Threat made him change his def: 
perate Reſolution, and he accepted the Condi- 
tions offered him : but with a Promiſe that the 
Garriſon ſhould be exchanged as foon as poli- 
ble, for a like Number of Priſoners taken by 
the French.

This I learned of the Dutch Soldiers 
in Ireland when King William was there, for 
they diſcovered by this Method, and took away 
a Cheſt of Linnen my Mother had hid under 
Ground, with a large Quantity of Wheat. 
While 1 was one Day buſied in fearch of 
Plunder, I heard behind me a great burſt hke 
a ſudden ſhort Clap of Thunder, and turning 
nimbly round. I ſaw the Air full of ſhatter'd 
Limbs of Men. This happened as was inform- 
ed, at my Return, by a Spark from a Pipe of To- 
bacco ſetting Fire to a Bomb, by which fifty 
Shells and twenty of our Men were blown up; 
but Juckily, our Magazine of Powder tho' near 
the fame Place, eſcaped. As I have often ſaid, 
where-ever my Husband was ordered upon 
Duty, I always followed him, and he was 
ſometimes of the Party that went to draw the 
Enemy's Mines I was often engaged with their 
Party under Ground, where our Engagements 
were more terrible than in the Field, being 
fometimes near ſuffocated with the Smoak of 
Straw which the French fired to drive us out, 
and the fighting with Pick-Axes and Spades, in 
my Opinion, was more dangerous than with 
Swords. I have in the Journal of the Siege, 
taken notice of the Number of Mines ſprung 5 
one of which blew up four hundred of our 


Men 


Men, and another narrowly miſs'd carrying up 
a whole Regiment, which was juſt drawn off 


as it was fired, ſo that the deſigned Execution 


was by Accident prevented, and only eight 
Men loſt. 

After having haſtily filled up the Works be- 
fore Tourney, the Prince of Heſſe-Caſſel began 
his March at the Head of ſixteen thouſand 
Men, to inveſt Mons, the Capital of Heynaulc, 
and to take ſome Poſts in its Neighbourhood, 
eſpecially along the River Trouzlle, which runs 
by the Town. 

On the 4th of September he was followed 
by the Reſt of the Army, but the Rain and the 
Streightneſs of the Ways was ſuch an hinder- 
ance to our march, chat the French had time 
enough, having alſo decamp'd to march to Blan- 


gies, and poſt their Horſe in a Plain between 
two Woods, in which they had placed their 


Infantry, The Allies, at their Arrival, found 
the Enemy thus poſted, and reſolved to at- 
tack and drive them from their Camp : But as 
they would undertake nothing, without the Af- 


ſent of the Deputies of the States, who were 


not yet come up; the French took the Advan- 
tage of that Time to make their Camp inac- 
ce{hible by covering it with a double Entrench- 


ment. Notwithſtanding this new Obſtacle, 
the Allies prepared for a Battle, very early in 


the Morning, on the 11th NM. S. and withall im- 
maginadle Reſolution, at eight o'Clock, march'd 
up to the Entrenchments. Our left Wing, 

commanded 
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commanded by the Duke, charged with ſuch Bra- 
very that he drove the French out of the two firſt 
Entrenchments, cutting all to Pieces that op- 
poſed us; but could not force the third, which 
wasdefended by a great many\ Pieces of Can- 
non, and felled Trees laid a thwart , however 
we ſome time maintain'd the Ground we had 
got upon the Enemy tho? expoſed to the Fire 
of their Artillery, which ſwept down whole 
Companies at a Time; but at length ſeeing our 
Number terribly diminiſhed, we were obliged 
to abandon the two Entrenchments we had car- 
ried, In the mean while the Foot of the Right, 
commanded by Prince Eugene, having made 
through the Wood into the Plains, after a 


moſt obſtinate Reſiſtance of the French, gave 


the Horſe an Opportunity alſo to force the 
Entrenchment joining to the Wood. The 


 Horfe on both Sides were engaged with un- 


parallel'd Fury: but the Allies continually 
getting Ground, as their Troops entered the 
Entrenchments, the Advantage was viſibly on 
their Side: They put to flight the main Battle, 


that gave an Opportunity to the Left Wing 
which had returned to the Attack to recover 


the two Entrenchments, which they could not 
before keep, and alſo to carry the third: This 
was followed by an entire Defeat of the French 
Army; which at three in the Afternoon took 


to flight, and in its Turn, by the Confuſion 


they fled in, loft a great Number of Men, fo 


that the Slaughter on both Sides was really ter.

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rible; for as far I could ſee, the Ground was 
covered with dead and dying Men, The Allies 
loſt fourteen thouſand Men kill'd, wounded, 
or Priſoners, the French nineteen thouſand, 
The Night before the Battle of Taiſnieres;

o'Clock with the Articles of Capitulation, which 
they brought back the next Morning with the

me, and I pur the Carcaſs of the Sheep on my 
Mare before the Serjeant ; the Fowls I hung 
about may Neck; drove my Sheep before me, 

and ſo march'd to the Place deſigned for the 
Camp, call'd Havre, Being here arrived, 

while they were fixing Boughs for the Diſpoſi- 

tion of the Camp, and marking out Ground for 
every Regiment, I pitched my Tent near a de- 
ſerted Publick Houſe, allotted for Colonel 
Hamilton's Quarters ; turned my Sheep to Graſs, 

and hung up my Mutton on a Tree to cool: 
I then went into the Colonel's Quarters, over 
which, as ſoon as it was appointed, a Guarl 
was ſer, but by a Bribe, I ſtruck him ſo blind 
that he could not ſee me, and my Husbind's 

Comrades, who lent a friendly Hand, to car- 


ry off a large Quantity of Faggors, Hay and 


Straw for my Mare and my own Bcd, 1 fill all 
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my empty Flasks with Beer, and rowl off 3 
whole Barrel to my Tent, Having made theſe 
Prizes, I cut up my Mutton, laid by a Shoulder 
to roaſt, the Neck and Breaſt to make Broth ; 
dug a Hole with a Hatchet to boil my Pot in, 
which, the Fire being made, I ſet on withthe 


| Mutton and Sweet-herbs, and was enjoying 


myſelf by a glorious Fire when the Army came 
up. Col. Hamilton and Major Erwood came 
to my Fire, and were not a little ſurprized to 
fee I had gotten ſo many Things in Readineſs, 
I ſhewed them my Proviſions of all Sorts; up- 


on which the Colonel ſuſpecting that I had 


plundered his Quarters, asked where | had got 
my Barrel of ſtrong Beer. I told him that 
falling in with ſome Boors, I drove them be- 
fore me, and made them bring me what I want- 
ed; to which he civilly replied, D --n you, you 
are a lying Devil. Come, faid I, you Mut on- 
Monger, will you give me Handſel They 
called for a Gallon of Beer, and drinking a 
little, gave the Reſt among ſome of the Men, 
and ordered the Shoulder of Mutton to be 
roaſted, which I did by pitching two forked 
Sticks into the Ground, putting it on a jointed 
Spit, and ſetting a Soldier's Wife to turn it. 
made four Crowns a-piece of my Sheep, be- 
ſides the Fat which I ſold to a Woman, who 
made mold Candles for the Men, and made a l a 
good Penny of my Fowls and Pigeons, 4 
Body of Troopers, and ſome Huſſars, being 
ordered out to reconnoitre in the Woods at

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Taiſnieres, before the Enemy entrenched them- 
ſelves, and to cover the Foragers, with ſtrict 
Charge to return, at the firing of a Cannon, 
being one of the Foragers, took my Mare 
along with me, leaving another Horſe which I 
had bought of a Huſſar in an Orchard, near 
Brigadier Lalo's Quarters, and digging a Hole, 
I burted my Money, When we were ſome 
Diſtance from the Camp I puſhed forward, on 
which Quarter Maſter Hankey and Lieutenant 
Mackenny, bid me not be too venterſome, I an- 
ſwered that I aw no Danger, and haſten'd on 
to a large Houſe, which J entered, and found 
a Bed ready made, two or three Tubs of 
Flour ; an Oven full of hot Bread; a conſi- 
derable Quantity of Bacon and Beef hanging 
in the Chimney, a Basket full of Cocks and 
Hens, with two Pots of Butter. I emptied the 
Feathers out of the Tick to cover my Mare 
with, leſt the hot Bread ſhonld burn her back, 
then threw the Feathers out of the Bolſter. 
into one End of which I put my Bread, and 
into the other my Beef and Bacon; my Pots 
of Butter I ſlung on each Side of her, took 
my Fowls in my Hand and mounted; which 
Thad ſcarcely done when I heard the ſignal Gun, 
an alarm given the Foragers, that the whole 
Body of the Enemy was coming upon us, 
and that their ſeeming to march to the Left, 
was only to cover the Fileing oft their Infantry

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The terror with which the Foragers were 
ſtruck at the News is hardly credible ; the 
Fields were ſtrewed with Corn, Hay, and U- 
tenſils, which they had not the Courage to take 
along with them, nay ſome, whoſe Horſes were 
at a little diſtance, rather choſe to loſe, than 
venture to fetch them: I jogged on towards 

the Army, but ſeeing a fine Truſs of Hay ly- 
ing, and fearing my Horſes might want, the 
Danger could not make me withſtand the temp: 
tation ; I leaped off my Mare, clapped it up- 
on her, and mounting again got ſafe to the 
Place where the Army lay. I was ſarprized to 
ſee all in motion, however I ſtaid to kill my 
Fowls, fetch my Horſe and Money that I had 
buried, ſtrike my Tent, with which and other 
Things [ loaded him and followed the Army, 
My Huſband being in the rear, I had an Op- 
portunity of converſing with him; he was ex- 
tremely melancholy, and told me this Engage- 5 
ment would moſt certainly be the laſt he ſhould II ' 
ever ſee : I endeavoured to laugh him oct of 
this Notion, but he inſiſted upon it, that he 
e 
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ſhould be killed, which proved, bat too 
true. 

In our march, ſo heavy a Rain fell, that wa | 
were Ankle deep, and ſeeing a little Child of In 
one of my Huſband's Comerades, I took it up hi 
leſt it ſhould be loſt in the deep Clay. At 
Night, when in fight of the Enemy, our Army 
halted and lay that Night on ſome fallow 
Ground, on which were many Heaps of 1 
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| and he was a happy Man, who could get one 


to ſleep upon. I left the Army and went to a 
great Houſe in the Rear to dreſs my Proviſions, 
i led iny Hotſes into the Houſe, which by the 
help of one Armſtrong, a Butcher, and of 
Lord Orkeney's French Baker, I unloaded: 
Next l made a great wood Fire, with what I 
found, dried myſelf and the Child, and laid 
it on ſome Straw before the Fire. I had. now 
Leiſure to look out for Forage for my Beaſts, 
and found ſome Flax, Hay and Clover, with 
the firſt I littered them, threw the other before 
them, and locking them up in a handſome Par- 
Jour, thought of dreſſing ſome Victuals; in 
order to which J went to the Well for Water, 
and found a Bucket, which is not common, for 
the Boors, as they had ſeveral Things in the 
Wells, commonly cut them away. In letting 
down my Bucket I thought it ftruck againſt 
ſomething which ſounded like a braſs Kettle; I 


was not out, for letting down my Drag I 


brought one up ; and at the next throw I fetch- 
ed out a Braſs Pail, in which was a Silver Quart 
Mugg in a Fiſh-ſkin Caſe. 

I made ſeveral other Caſts, but brought up 
nothing more ; wherefore leaving the Well, 
having taken what Water I wanted, I ſet it on 
the Fire, pulled my Fowls, which with ſome 
of my Hung-Beef and Bacon I clapped into 
the Pot, and then ſtepped into the Garden to 
cut ſome Sprouts; waſhed and put them in, 
aud leaving the Care of the cooking to Arm- 
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| firong and the Baker, ſtrolled over the Houſe 
Pl 


then ſo ſcarce in the Army, a Guinea and half 


for Plunder; but after ſearching ſeveral Rooms, 
I found nothing worth carrying off, but what 
was too cumberſome, whereore I viſited 
the Cellar, where I found, to my great Joy, a 
Barrel of excellent ſtrong Beer. I immediate- 
Iy ran up for, and filled my Pails; as I was 
returning with theſe full, I happened to ſtum- 
ble againſt an inward Cellar-Door, which flying 
open diſcovered another ſmall one : I haſtened 
up with my Beer, full of hopes of finding 
ſomewhat better worth within the little Door. 
I found two Runlets and two Quart Bottles of 
Vinegar, and two more of very good Brandy, 
with which I filled my Flaſks, and placed all 
my Booty in the Parlour where my Beaſts were 
ſhut up. vp 

My Proviſions being ready, I clapped them 
and a Quantity of Beer on one of my Mares, 
having firſt regaled my two Aſſiſtants, who 
were not a little thankful, for Proviſion was 


was offered for an Ounce of Bread, and there 
was no probability of getting any Supply till 
the Battle was over, which we expected would 
be, and as I have already ſhewn, was very 
bloody. I filled the Child's Belly, filled her 
Apron with Victuals, and taking her with me, 
left her with her Father, whom I ſoon found, 
and who was very ill of an Ague, lying in 2 
miſerable Condition on a Heap of Dung. by

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would fain have had me taken Care of her, but 


I could not undertake the Charge. | 
Leaving her, I went in ſearch of my Hus- 


band. and after a conſiderable time, as there 


was ſo great a Fog, I could ſcarce ſee a Yard 
before me, I inet with one of our Regiment, 
who cried out, here comes the Picture of Plenty. 
I asked for my Husband, and he ſhewed me 


Kim faſt aſleep with his Head on his Comerade's 


Backſide. I awaken'd him, and bid him ask 
what Officers or Soldiers he thought fit td 
cat with him, eſpecially ſuch as he was 
obliged to; for I had brought a large Quanti- 
ty of Proviſions, I ſer the Bread, Butter and 
Beef before his Comerades who fitting down 
on the Dung made a hearty Meal, tho' they 


had no Tablecloth, Knives, &c. reſerving the 


Bacon, Fowls and Sprouts for my Husband 
and the invited Officers, 'who were Colonel 
and Captain Hamilcon, Colonel Irwin, Cap- 
tain Roſs, Major Macklane, and Colonel 
Folks. Two {12's ſome Bacon and Beef 
| gave to my Husband and his Serjeant, when 
every one of theſe were ſatisfied, I gave the 
remainder of my Proviſions ro ſome young 
Recruits, who not being inured to Hardſhips, 
were ready to periſh with Hunger, I had ſer 
a part ſome Pullets with Eggs for the General 
Officers and ſought out my Lord Orkeney, 
whom I found with the Generals, Lumley, Webb, 
Withers and Lord North and Grey. As ſoon 
s Lord Orkeney ſaw me, he asked if I had 
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ay Beer to give him? I anſwered, I had 
enough at his Lordſhips Service, but I thought 
he had better eat before he drank. That's true, 
ſaid my Lord, it Iknew where to get it but I do 
not believe there is any thing in the Army. 
You gueſs pretty near the Truth I replied, for 
don't believe any one has a Morſel except my- 
ſelf, and if you could take up with Fowl, Bacon, 
Sprouts, and hung Beef, I have them ready at 
your Service, and ſet them before him. This 
was a very agreeable Surprize to them all; 
they tore the Meat with their Fingers, and 


cat very heartily ; but wanting Water to mix 


with their Wine, on ſome Soldiers refuſal, I 
went to the Well within Muſquet ſhot of the 
Enemy and fetched them ſoine. | | 
I remember one of the Company propoſed a 
Motion of the Army, not only without the 
Duke of Marlborough's Order, but contrary to 
his expreſs Command, which was to keep our- 
ſelves in readineſs to march on the Word given; 
Lord Orkeney ſaid, they ought to wait for his 
Grace's Orders came, for he Curſt ſay, he knew 
better than any in the Company when to give 
them, and thought it was their Duty to wait.

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Highneſs's compaſſionate Orders, and would 
ſer: the choiceſt Mears before me, but I could 
touch nothing; 1 only enjoyed the Comfort 
of the Fire, and the Liberty of taking Coals to

It The firſt who prevailed on me to touch 
Meat, was a Scots Cameronian, who forced 
f. me to a Tent where he had got a Breaſt of 
iet Mutton ; but | was fo weak that I could not 
ne ſupport the ſmell of the Meat, but fainted a- 
vy W way with the firſt Bitt between my Teeth; 
re- lay a long time as dead, and was brought to 
zut my Senfes by very flow Degrees; which Co- 
n lonel Hamilton's Lady hearing, ſhe ſent for 
elf, me, and ordered what was more ſuitable to my 
ef. I Condition. After I had eat a little, the endea- 
und voureꝗ to divert my melancholy, and frequent- 
t my ly would have me to Dinner with her, at 
coi which time ſhe would chide me in a gay Man- 
o hill ner for grieving for one Man ſo much, when 
as the Battallion afforded a Number, out of which 
t nia I might pick and chuſe; ſometimes again ſhe 
Jwould very gravely repreſent to me the Sm 
of Self-Murder, which would be the Conſe- 
quence of indulging to my Grief : That it was 
_ beſide diſputing the Will of God, which we 
ny ought to obey with Reſignation, and not pre- 
ſumptuouſly to call his Will in Queſtion. 
Col. Hamilton often ſeconded his Lady's Cha- 
rity, and in about ſix Weeks I began to get the 
better of my Grief, though eee 
ved 1 | could entirely Luke at ol. 
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In this time my Affairs went backward ; 
had neglected every thing, and left my Tent 
ro the Care of a Drummer and his Wite, who 

were ſo good as to conſume my whole Sub. 
ſtance by ſinking the Produce of my Effects, 
and their Generoſity to ſuch as came to ſpunge 
under the Pretence of Vitits of Condolance. 
My Mares fared better than I did; for one 
Hugh Jones, a Grenadier, whom I have before 
mentioned, took them under his Care, and 
provided them every Night with Forage which 
hegot from Capt. Hume's Stables. 

He had often follicited me in my Huſband's 
time, but finding me entirely averſe ro even 
the Thoughts of injuring my Huſband, he 
gave over his. Suit and eſteemed me for my Ho- 
neſty. My Hufband being dead, this Eſteem 
was changed to Love; he now renewed his Suit, 
and courted me for a Wife. 

His Care of my Mares, his having ventured

Was gartiſoned at Ghent, where we ſpent the 
Winter without any Event worthy of Notice;

Campaign, after | have taken a fhort View of 
Affairs in Spain; as this Year was fought the 
Battle of Almenara, where we quitted Scores 
with the Spaniards, for the Loſs we ſuſtained 
in that of Almanza: | 3 
The Emperor ſent his Brother King Charles 
ſome Troops from Jraly, which arrived very 
opportunely to check the Progreſs of the Enc- 
my, who had carried the Town and Caſtle of 
Alicant; defeated the Portugueſe in the Plain 
of Guadiana, and lived at Diſcretion in their 
Country, "Philip himſelf took the Field and 
directed his march to Catalonia; but having 
Intelligence that the French were ordeted to 
run no hazard, he returned to Madrid very 
much diſſatisfied, and there found a general 
Conſternation on the Intelligence they had 
of the King of France having recalled his 
Troops. ae 
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Kkeſolving to make the next Campaign in 
Perſon, he cauſed very great Levies to be 
made, ſet out on the 3d of May, N. S. arrived 
the 1oth at Lerida where he held a Council 
of War, in which it was reſolved to beſiege 
Balaguera, but the Waters being out, and ha- 
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ving Advice of the Reinforcement his Compe- 


titor had received from Itahy, after he had in- 


veſted the Town, he judged it proper to draw 


off from before it and retum to Lerida, King 
Charles being informed of this march, private» 
iy raiſed his Camp and marched with ſuch Ex- 
pedition, that having paſſed the Neugera with 


the greater part of the Army at Noon, on the 


27th of July he marched to meet the Enemy, 


who immediately drew up on the rifing Ground 
of Almenara with forty Squadrons, which 


were all their Horſe, and eight or ten Battal- 


lions while the reſt of the Foot advanced. 
On another riſing Ground which command- 


ed that where the Enemy was poſted, the 
Allies mounted fourteen Pieces of Cannon, 
and without ſtaying fe 
charged the Spaniards ſo briſkly with fixteen 
Squadrons, that they 
upon their Foot that were in the Bottom, 


for the Right Wing, 
broke and drove them 


whom they trod down, and cauſed ſo great a 
Confuſion, that throwing away their Arms 
and leaving their Baggage, Tents and a Num- 
ber of Cannon and Waggons, they fled by the 
favour of the Night which was coming on, to

night, very much diſpleaſed with the Behaviour 
of his Horſe. | | TOW, 

On his arrival, he was blooded, having 
been thrown by his Horſe, frightened with a 
Cannon Ball, in the Engagement. | 

After this Victory which coſt the Allies 
but four hundred Men, they took in Ballaſtro, 
Eſtadilla, Sari gena, Gueſqua, Abaſtello, and 
Moncona, all the Garriſons of which Places 
were made Priſoners of War, and a great part 
of the Kingdom of Arragon, as far as Hueſca 
ſubmitted to King Charles, who decamping 
from Moncona on the 12th of Auguſt, endea- 
voured to bring the Enemy to a fecond Battle. 
He paſſed the Ebre near Ozera on the 19th, 
and marched directly to them, who command- 
ed by the Marquis de Bay, were poſted on the 
riſing Ground of Fariexo, ſtretching the Left 
towards Saragoſſa; he had the Ebre behind 
him, and the little River Huzebra covered his 
Front. Each Army preparing on the 19th of 
Auguſt at Night, for a general Engagement the 
next Day. 

The Spaniſh Cannon began to play on the 
very dawn, and made a terrible Fire on the 
Allies, who notwithſtanding marched. up in 
order of Battle, as well as the Ground would 
allow, and receiving with ſurprizing Intrepi- 
dity the Enemy's Fire, began. the Attack at 
Eleven o'Clock, 
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The Generals, Alme gaga and Mahoni re- 
ulſed the left Wing of the Allies, and pur- 
— them as far as Alagon and the Ebre, which 
advantage gave the Spaniards great Hopes of 
the Victory: But General Staremberg, charg- 
ing in his Turn the left Wing of the Enemy 
and taking them at the ſame time in Flank with 
a part of his Foot poſted behind Hedges, they 
threw themſelves in diſorder on the main Body, 
which they put into Confuſion, and cauſed an 
entire Defeat of their whole Army about four 
in the Afternoon. 
King Cbarler, who had the ſatisfaction of 
ſuppiag that Night i in the Tent of his Compe- 


titor, took ſixty-two Colours and Standards, 


twenty-two Pieces of Cannon, all the Equi: 
pages, ſix thouſand private Men, and four 
hundred Officers. General Mahoni, who with 
ſome of the Runaways, had thrown himſelf 
into the Caſtle of Afaxerea near Saragoſſa, 
was ſummoned, and having no hopes of ſuceour, 


_ obliged to ſurrender Priſoners of War with 


thols who had followed him. 

After this Defeat, Philip, with an Eſcorte of 
two hundred Officers, took the Road of Ma- 
drid, where he arrived on the 24th. He im- 
mediately ordered Money and Proviſions to be 
ſent to his ſcattered Troops, and' drew five 
thouſand Men from the Frontiers of Andalu- 
fa, to reinforce his Army, which was drawing 


together, In the interim, Sara goſſa Capital of 


Aragon, ſubmitted to King Charles, and ſent 
im 
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him a Preſent of ſeventy thouſand Pieces of 
Eight, with a Quantity of Cloathing, Ammu- 
nition and Proviſion for his Army. 

After this the Allies marched to Madrid ; 
on their approach, Philip not thinking himſelf 
ſecure, ſent the rich Furniture of the Palace to 
Validolid, which he the next Day followed, 
with the Queen; the Prince of Aſtur ia, and 


all the Privy- Council, and Grandees of the 
Court. He paſſed by the Way of Montego de 


la Vega, the antient Seat of the Kings of Ca- 


ſtile, and arrived the 16th at Validolid, having 


promiſed the Caſtiliaus by a Letter, to return 
to Madrid in the ſpace of a Month : This Pro- 
miſe however, did not prevent the Town's 
ſubmitting to King Charles General Stanhope 
having ſummoned it on the 21ſt, four Deputies 
were ſent to Alcala de Henares; after which a 


general Amneſty was proelaimed and publick 


Rejoicings continued for three Days. The 

Allies having taken out of the Church of our 

Lady 4” Atocha, the Colours they had former- 

ly loſt, encamped. at Canillejas , and King 

Charles took his Quarters in the ſtately Star 

4 Count Aguilar, a league diſtant from Mas 
rid. 

On the 28th, he made his Entry into that 
Metropolis, preceded by Count Gatves's Regi- 
ment, and followed by his Guards, he march'd 
through the Streets of Alcala and Callemajor, 
to the Gate of Guadalaxara, and from thence 
through the great * to our Lady 4 yu 

. where 
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where he heard Maſs. He left the Town the 
ſame Night, without taking a View of the 
Royal Palace. Fe 
The Promiſe Philip had made the Caſtilians 
to return to Madrid in a Month, he made 
good ; for the Troops he had drawn together 
from al} Quarters formed ſo conſiderable an 
Army, that the Allies were obliged to quit that 
Town on the 11th of November, and to with- 
draw to Toledo, which had ſubmitted to King 
Charles. Philip, who returned to Madrid the 
3d of December, with Duke Vendome and the 
Privy-Counſellors, Oc. who followed him, ſet 
out three Days after, to place himſelf at the 
Head of his Forces. His Deſign was to fol- 
low the Allies in their Retreat to Arragon, and 
bring them to a Battle, in which, 1n all likelt- 
hood, he would have had the advantage, they 
being divided into ſeveral Corps, that they 
might more eaſily ſubſiſt. On Advice that 
General Stan hope was at Bribeuga, with eight 
Battallions and as many Squadrons, he ordered 
it to be immediately inveſted. [ 
The Cannon having opened a Breach, the 
Troops made the Aſſault and puſhed to the very 
Centre of the Town, and after a Defence of 
twenty eight Hours, compelled this numerous 
Corps to ſurrender Prifoners of War; but on 
this Condition however, that the Officers ſhould 
not be ſpoiled of their Equipages and Horſes. 
General Staremberg hearing the Danger that 
' Stanhope was in, marched with all the Army 
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to his ſuccour, and in the Night fired ſeveral 
Cannon to give him Notice of his Arrival. 
Oa the 1oth, he advanced as far as the Plain 
of Villavicioſs, whither the Spaniſb Army, 
after ihe Expedition of Bribuega, marched in 
order of Battle to meet him, they being greatly 
ſuperior in Number, | | | 
The Duke of Vendome with the right Wing, 
attacked the Left of the Allies, which he 
overthrew 1n an inſtant ; then taking their 
Horſe in Flank, routed them and drove the 
Foot, who maintained the Fight till Night, 
when, they fled towards Seguenca, leaving be- 
hind them their Cannon and wounded Men, 
with a great Number of Waggons. . 
The Germans give a quite different Account, 
and ſay that the Main Body and Right Wing 
4 conſiſting of thirty Squadrons and ſixteen Bat- 
talions, were five different times attacked, and 
not only at length entirely defeated the Ene- 
my's Horſe, but drove the whole Army of the 
Spaniards beyond the Tajune; killed fix thou- 
{and and remained Maſters of the Field and all 
the Cannon till Noon of the next Day. But 
this is not at all likely, for it is certain, that 
this Battle fixed Philip in that Throne, the 
Poſſeſſion of which, was the Ground of 
this bloody War. But to return to the Low 
Countries. 

Prince Eugene and the Duke of Marlborough 
arriving at the Army on the 20th of April 
1710, N. S. decamped that very Night, to ſeize 

on 
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on the Bridge at Vendin, and the upper 
Grounds of Courieres. The French no ſooner 
faw the Van-Guard of the Allies, but they 
quitted their Lines, which covered Walloon- 
Flanders, and which had coſt them ſo much 
raiſing ; ſo that the Duke of V irtemberg and 
Lieutenant-General Cadogan entered them, 
without ſo much as drawing a Sword. On the 
other Hand, Monſieur d' Artagnon, who was 
poſted behind the Scarpe, with forty Battal- 
lions and thirty Squadrons, not only abandoned 
the River the very next Day, but alſo the four 
Towers; Marchienne, Hanon, and Saint 
Amand, threw ſome Troops i into Bouchain, and 
withdrew under the Cannon of Arras. This 
fucceſstul' opening of the Campaign, was fol- 
lowed by the Siege of Doway, inveſted the 
23d. 

This T Town, in. which, Philip the Second 


King of Spain, founded a Univerſity | in 1650, 


was taken by Lewis XIV. in 1677, five Days 
after the Trenches were opened, fince when 
that Monarch had it regularly fortified, and 
raved a Fort on the Scarpe half a Quarter of a 
League diſtant from the Town. We opened

Our Regiment, I mean that to which my

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Peace than might have been expected from 
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The next Morning the Governor waited of 
the Duke of Marlborough to draw up the Ar- 
ticles; at Night he gave up to the Allies one 
of the Gates of the Town and Fort St. Francis, 
and on the 11th the Garriſon marched out with 


four Pieces of Cannon, two Mortars and all 


the Marks of Honour. This Siege put a Pe-

Natute of his Malady, which proved to be the 


Small-Pox : However he was not thought to

neſs and Diſtraction in his Head. This aug- 


menting the Conſternation the Court was in, 
cauſed ſo great Diſputes among the Phyſicians, 
that they paſſed the whole Night in Diſputes, 
and came to no concluſion *till the Morning, 
whea the Emperor was paſt taking any Reme- 
dy, and lie but Life enough to receive the Sa- 
craments ; after which the Nuntio having giv- 
en him the Apoſtolical Benediction, he gave 
up the Ghoſt at 10 o'Clock ia his Palace at 
Vienna in the 33d Year of his Age.

ever the Prince ſpread a Report, that the Army 


behind the little River d' Hamcau, by which 
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who after the railing the Siege of Landrecy, 
had retired and advanced very near to { our- 
nay to ſuccaur the Beſieged, did he find it feali- 
ble. He encamped at Scelin, extending his 
Right towards Noyelles, and his Leſt as far as 
Alons-en-Pevele. 

After he had been ſeveral times to reconoi- 
tre the Enemy's Lines. it was thought too 
dangerous an Attempt to attack them: How- 


would mareh to the Relief of the Town, and 
actually they decamped and drew near ts the 
Enemy; but as this Motion was made with 
no other View than to encourage the Beſieged, 
the Army ſoon returned to its Poſt. 
General Hempe ſch, who had thrown himſelf | 
into the Town, with ſome Troops, before it | 
was inveſted, defended himſelf with all the 
Bravery that could be expected with a weak 


and en ill provided Garriſon. He held out 


other Conditions than that ef furrendring Pri- 
ſoners of War: Before the End of this Siege, 
and after Prince Eugene s Retreat, Marſhal 
Fillers marched towards Valenciennes; and on t 
the 8th of September, having led his Troops || * 
over the Scbeld, he advanced to the Plain of b 
Ssbourg to deprive the Allies of all Communi- 
cation with Queſnoy ; and that he might en- 
tirely cut it off, he threw up an Eutrenchment

having 


hundred Men in Garriſon, theſe were obliged - 
15 No. XV. dh fs r 
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hwing ſtreightened the Town, he inveſted it 
in form. On the 18˙h he opened the Trenches 
in three ſeveral Places; at the Gate of Velen- 
ciennes, at that of Cambyay, and between theſe 
two Gates, ſome Days after, he opened ano- 
ther before the Gate of rhe Wood, that he 
might divide the Fire of the Beſſeged. Geng- 
ral {voy commanded in the Town, which they 
had fcarcely had time ro fortify, the Gave» 
nor defending himſelf with all imaginable Brg- 
very; but the French notwithſtanding, carry- 
ing on their Works with the utmoſt Vigogr, 
made themſelves Maſters of the Qutworks with- 
out great Loſs; and having made a Breach, 
filled up the Ditch and fi 1thed the Galleries, 
all the Grenadiers of the Army were cam- 
manded to prepare for. a general Aſſault an 
the 4th of Ofober, - _ ES 
Before it was given, the Marſhal ſummoned 
the Governor, who not being ſtrong enough 
to withſtand the Enemy, beat the Chamads 


about four in the Afternoon, and was obli 


to undergo the fame Fate with the Garriſon 

Towards the End of the Siege of Queſhay, 
the Chevalier Luxembourg inveſted Bouchais, 
having firſt driven all the Cattle in the Neigh- 
bourhood, part of which he fent to Eambray, 
and opened the Tzenches the very Day that 
Que ſua furrendered, The Town was attack- 

.with ſuch Reſolution, that, having bur tive 
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to ſurrender on the acth. The Garriſon left 
the Place the next Day, and was conducted to 
:Chateau-Cambreſis, and from thence to Reims, 
In the midlt of theſe Diſaſters, the Garriſon 
of Oftend gained a conſiderable Advantage 
-over the French. Monſieur Caris, Governor 
of that Town, being informed of the weak 
Condition of the Garriſon of Fort Knoque, ſent 
the Partiſan La Rue, with an hundred and 
-fourſcore Men, who, by By-Ways, got thi- 


ther on the 4th of Cfober at Night. There 


were four Houſes between the Draw Bridge 
and the Fort; in theſe they found Means to 
.conceal themſelves, at the Gate opening ſeiz'd 
upon the two neareſt Bridges, ſurprized the 
Guard, poſſeſſed themſelves of the other Gates 
and diſarmed the Garriſon. This was the laſt 
Expedition of the Campaign in 1712. 
Some time after our Troops had taken Poſ- 
ſeſſion of Dunkirk, Iapplyed to his Grace the 
Duke of Ormond, for a Paſs to England, which 
che not only ſigned, but generouſly ordered 
Major M y to give me Money enough to 
defray my Charges; though he gave me but 
ten Shillings, which I am ſatisfied was much 
leſs than, the Duke. deſigned me; for every 
one whether Friends or Enemies to his Grace, 
will allow he was not cloſe Fiſted.

“ quire after my Huſband, Madam, replied

* ſibly you mean Lord Lateran; if it is that 
noble Lord you ſeek, you have not loſt your 
& labour, he is at Table. The Moment Sir 
% Fames heard me Name him, he turned his 
« Head, and ſpying me, in a violent, if not a

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* would never more enter that Houſe, In the 
“ Streets he had all the Actions of a Madman, 
& lifting his hands to Heaven, doubling his 
* Fiſts, ſtamping; and as a Footman who fol- 
« lowed him reported, threatening me with 
Death. 

When the laugh was over, which made 
ſome of the Company hold their Sides, and 
others wipe their Eyes, Lord S x ordered 
me to fit down, take a Glaſs, and give the 
Company my Story ; I obeyed his Lordſhip 
and was as ſuccinct as poſſible. When I had 
finiſhed my Hiſtory every one at Table, made 
me a Preſent of five Shillings, and my Lord 


S——x bid me take a Bottle of Wine home 


with me, 

Soon after this, having made Money of my 
Goods, I left Paddington and went to Charles- 
Street, Weſtminſier. Here having an Or- 
der from the Governors of Chelſea-College to 
appear at the Board as all do, at a certain Time, 
who receive Penſions as Invalids, I went and 
made my Appearance. In returning home 
through the Five-fields, I fell in with two Pen- 
fioners, who had been on the ſame Errand ; 
one of them, who was an intimate Acquain- 
tance, ſtopt me to enquire after my Health. 
His Companion took an Opportunity from the 
Difference of our Penſions to abuſe me, as un- 
deſerving that I enjoy'd, having never done 


any thing for the Government, Nettled at 


this 
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this Treatment, I made a Compariſon between 
his-and my Service, greatly to my own Ad- 
vantage, and concluded with calling him a 
Faggot and a cowardly Dog. Stung with this 
Appellation, he was reſolved to ſhew his Bra- 
very, for he drew and made a Thruſt at me, 
who had no other Weapon than my Stick, 
with which I put by his Paſs, cloſs'd in with 
him, wrench'd the Sword out of his Hand, 
threw it over the Bank, fell upon him with my 
Oaken Plant, broke his Head in two Places, 
and belabour'd him till he cry'd Peccavi. Two 
Gentlemen, Spectators of the Fray, offered 
me a ten Shilling Treat, but my Buſineſs would 
not let me accept it. 1 

I now waited about the Court that I might 
be in the Way of my Benefactors, and often 
receiv'd their Benevolence, which enabled ime 
to ſettle in my Native Country. I took a Houſe 
as near as poſſible to the Caſtle, as I had great 
Dependance on the Lord Lieutenant Lord 
s Family, and indeed his Lordſhip's 
Servants were the beſt Cuſtomers I had, as my 
Lord himſelf was my beſt Friend, often giv- 
ing me Money to pay my Rent, beſide a Pri- 
viledge he allowed me excluſive of all others 
to ſell Beer in the Deer- Park on a Review Day, 
but as there was a greater Call for Liquor than 
I could furniſh, I pave a Licence to two 
others. . TA

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I ſtaid but one Year in Ireland, which was 
as much owing to my Inclination to Rambling, . 
as to my Buſineſs not anſwering my Expecta- 
tion; but while I was in Dublin, I happened 
one Day to eſpy the Rev. Mr. Howell, who, 
as J have before ſhewn, robbed me of m 
Maiden Treaſure; he alſo had a Sight of, 
and endeavour'd to ſpeak to me: Iavoided him, 
and by turning into a Coffee-Houſe eluded his 
Deſigu. BT n 
He was now married, the Father of eleven 
Children, and ſettled in Shropſbire, where my 


Huſband at this Time was. He finding that 


[ carefully avoided giving him an Opportunity 
to converſe with me, went home to his Bro- 
thers, where he lodg'd, while in Dublin, and 
appeared very melancholy: Every one enquir- 
ed into the Cauſe of his viſible Alteration; 
but his Siſter, alone, could extort the Secret 
from him. 1 £50 
He told her that he had ſeen me, which 
brought freſn to his Memory the Injury he had 
done me, and the Perjury he had been guilty 
of; that Reflection upon his Injuſtice, was 
intolerable, and gave him ſuch Pain, that he 
1 he ſhould never recover his Peace of 
ind.

His Siſter would have fent for me, bur he 
would not ſuffer her; for, ſaid he, I am ſure 
ſhe will not come, ber Reſentment of the Wrong

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he left Dublin, and about ſeven Weeks after; 
his Siſter meeting me, read- a Letter, which 
gave her the melancholy Account of his hav- 
ing deftroyed himſelf. Change of Kingdoms 
had made no Change in his Temper, his Sad- 
neſs daily encreaſed, and he could find no Eaſe, 
wherefore he refolved to put an End to his 
Life, which was a Torture to him: To this 
End, he one Day roſe very early and went 
into his Study; his Wife, at her uſual Hour, 
got up, and preparing his Breakfaſt, ſent one 
of the Children to give him Notice that it was 
ready: The Child after having knock'd ſeveral 
Times at the Door, without any one anſwer— 
ing open'd the Door, found him hanging in 
his Saſh quite dead. * | 
At this Sight the Child ſcreach'd out and 
fell into a Swoon. The Child's ſcreaming a- 
larm'd her Mother, who running up with 
ſome others of her Children, ſaw the diſtract. 
ing Sight; the poor Woman was inconſolable, 
for ſhe not only loſt a Huſband ſhe lov'd, but 
ſaw herſelf by that Loſs depriv'd of Bread, 
with eleven Children to maintain. Mr. Howell, 
ſome little Time before he was guilty of this 
raſh Action, wrote a Letter to his Brother, in 
which, he tells him, that the Reſſection on the 
Injury he had done me, had robbed him of 
all Peace of Mind, and brought upon him 
ſuch a ſetled Melancholy, that he was in a 
State of Deſpair, and bid him not to be ſur- 
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prized if he ſhould hear that he had lain vio» 
lent Hands upon himſelf. | 


When J had reſolved upon quitting Dublin, 


l ſent a Letter to my Huſband to take a Houſe 
at Cheſter. Soon after, he ſent me an Anſwer, 
and let me know he had taken a very conve- 
nient one for me in that Town, and deſired 
me to make all poſſible haſte to get thither. 
On the Receipt of this, I went to take my 
Leave of Lord C — , who, to divert him- 
ſelf, would needs fee the Ceremony of a Camp 
Marriage, fo led Colonel P--—:7 and me into 
the Garden, where laying two Swords acroſs, 
the Col. firſt and I next, jump'd over them, 


his Lordſhip performing the Function of the 


Prieſt, pronouncing the following Words, jump 
Rogue, — Follow Whore, After the Ceremony 


was over, my Lord gave us a Treat, and diſ- 


miſſing me, I went on board the Yatcht. - | 

met Colonel M—y and ſeveral Land 
Officers who were going to England in the ſame 
Veſſel. They aſked if I had a Paſs, and [I 
ſhewed it them; but the Captain of the Latcht, 


whoſe ſurly Temper and Behaviour, and turn- 


ing ſeveral poor People a-ſhore who could not 
pay their paſſage, gave me a diſtaſte, coming 
to me in a gruff Manner, ſaid, D—ye where's 


your Paſs? I anſwered him in as rough a Style, 


and refuſed to let him ſee ir. On this, he 
threatened to ſend me back, and I threatened to 
beat him, which was no ſmall Diverſion to the 
Officers, who cgg*d me on to box him, but the 
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Captain had more Wit. When we arrived at 
Cheſter, I ſhewed him my: Paſs, and, at the 
Game time told him, I would acquaint his Ma- 
jeſty that he ſtole Milliners Apprentices and 
made a Bawdy-Houſe of the King's Vellel, 
which was true enough. | 
I lived three Years in Cheſter, and then re- 
turned to Chelſea, where J have remained ever 
fince without any thing happening worth No- 
tice. I got my Huſband into the College, 
where he is a Scrjeant, and have been hitherto. 
ſubſiſted by the Benevolence of the Quality 
and Gentry of the Court, whether I go twice 
a Week, but the Expence of Coach-Hire, as 
both my Lameneſs and Age encreaſe, for | 
cannot walk ten Yards without help, is a ter- 
Tible Tax upon their Charity, and at the fame 
time, many of my Friends going no longer to 
Court, my former Subſiſtance is greatly dimi- 
niſned from what it was. | 
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
